Such, however, was the Situation of Aff irs; the 
Emperor obſtinate and inattentive, the Miniſters 
moſt corrupt, the Soldiery diſcontented, and the 
People uneaſy, when GaLsa, the: ſecond, Time, and 

T. Vinius, entered upon the Office of Conſuls. 
few Days after came Letters from Gau!, importing, 
that the Legions of Upper Germany demanded of 
the Senate and People another General. This 
haſtened Garsa's Deſign of appointing a Succeſſor. 
\ Piſo, a young Nobleman of moſt excellent Cha- 
racer, was pitched upon. Him he adopted in the 
Camp, ſurrounded by the Prætorian Cohorts, who 
neither on this Occaſion had any Taſte of his Li- 
berality. This entirely alienated their Affections. 
. Oro, who judged that his Services had given him 
a Right to the Succeſſion, catched the Opportunity, 
and by every Sort of Corruption in his Power, di- 
rected the Stream of their Devotion to himſelf, 
He gained over a ſmall Body, who were bold 
enough to declare for him : more of them wiſhed

well to his Pretenfions, and the Reſt were not in- 
clined to diſpute them: ſo that, a few Days after, 
he was ſhin in the Forum by a Party of them. 
Sempronius Denſus, one of his Guards, was the 


only Perſon who endeavoured to defend him, and 


was cut in Pieces. Piſo eſcaped, and concealed 


himſelf i in the Temple of Veſta, but was dragged 


thence, and ſlaughtered. Their Heads were cut 


off, and carried to Ornho, who viewed them, 
that of Piſo particularly, with great Exultation. 
and the 7th Month of his Reign, according to 


Thus fell Garza, in the 73d Year of his 


Suetonius. But Zonarus fays, that he reigned 


eight Months; and Dio Caf us, nine Months and. 
thirteen Days. 
SeRvius SULPICIUs GALBA was of proper Stature; 35 
had grey Eyes, a bald Head, an hooked Noſe, and 
his Hands and Feet very much diſtorted with the 
Gout ;. ſo that he could neither hold a Book, nor 
wear a Shoe. He had alſo a large and troubleſome 
Excreſcence on his right Side, He was a great 
Eater; and in Winter would riſe before Day to 


gratify his Appetite. The Nobility of his Family 


was ancient, his Wealth great, and his Parts 


moderate. My Author (Tacitus) ſays, that he 


was rather without Vices, than virtuous.

We have in. the Pem- 
brokian Collection one of the firſt Magnitude, which

rate omitted in the other, is here inſerted. It has, 
however, been confidently averred by ſome, that 
no Medals in Bronze, (while others conſine the 
Aſſertion to the great Braſs, and the Latin Stamp) 


were ever ſtruck of this Emperor. And it was a 
ſaying of Chriſtina, Queen of Sweden, tbat He 
© who ſhall have found an antique Coin of OT#o 
« in Bronze, will have found the Philoſopher's 
e Stage.” Xet the ſame Queen had in her Cabi- 


net of Medals, collected by. Francis Gotti fred, a 
Greek one of Oro, of this Metal, of unqueſtion- 


able Antiquity, which ſhall be produced by and by. 


in its proper Place. The Head and Title of his 


Denarius entirely reſemble that upon his Medal of 
Gold, already given. The Reverſe of it has a de- 
cent Figure, holding a Cornucopiæ in one Hand, 


and a Branch of Olive in the other, and is circum- 
ſcribed PAX ORBIS T ERRARVM. For he had

flattered himſelf with a peaceable Reign, preſum- 
ing, that all Oppoſition would die away before 
him. And indeed, for the preſent, and at Home, 
all Perſons joined to aboliſh the Reproaches which 


had been formerly heaped upon him, and of which 


himſelf ſeemed now to have loſt the Remembrance. 
Whether he really forgave them, or only deferred 


his Vengeance, the Shortneſs of his Reign has ren- 
dered uncertain. But the Reproaches of his own 


Conſcience were not to be ſtifled ; for, on the very 


firſt Night of his Acceſſion, he was heard to vent 


many Groans, and was ſo diſturbed in his Sleep, that 
they, who ran in, found him thrown out of Bed, 
and lying upon the Floor: after which, by every 


ſuperſtitious Method of Expiation, he endeavoured 


to appeaſe the Manes of Garza. The firſt Thing 
that he ſigned, was an Order for 500 Great Seſ- 
terces, towards finiſhing the Golden Houſe of Nx RO. 
What chiefly inſtigated him to aim at Sovereignty, 
was the Immenſity of his Debts. For he did not 
dliſſemble the Neceſſity that he was under, of being 


Emperor or nothing, and that it was indifferent to 


him, whether he fell by an Enemy in the F teld, or 


by his Creditors in the Forum, 


The public Conſternation was ſcarce over, when 
the News was ſpread abroad, that the Legions of 
Upper Germany had declared for VITELLIus. Then 
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OTHo. it was that two Perſons at once, of all Men living z 
the moſt worthleſs that Immodeſty, Indolence, and —_ 
Luxury could make ſo, were fatally picked out for 
the Deſtruction of the Empire. VirtLLtivus, by his 
Condeſcenſion, and the Profuſeneſs of his Gifts (for 
4 he gave, without Diſtinction, both his own and the 1M 
Property of others) had made himſelf agreeable to 2 | 
the Army, and to the Lieutenants of thoſe Le- . = 
| gions, Cæcina and Valens, Men of boundleſs De- * 
= 5 fires and noted Temerity : ſo that the latter, enter- _ -J 95 
Þ ing Cologne with the Cavalry, there ſaluted him 4 
Emperor. The Example was preſently followed, 
by all the German Legions, and theſe were after- = 
wards joined by the Army in Britain. VitsLiws, = 
thus ſtrengthened, divided his Forces, ordering 
Valens, with a Body of 40,000, to enter ITraly by 
i the Cottian Alps; while Cæcina did the ſame over 
the Penine Hills, at the Head of 30,000. Each AÞ 
was ſupported by the German Auxiliaries ; with —_ 
whom alfa ViTzLL1us himſelf compleated the Troops E 
Ss. which were to follow under his particular Com 
mand. But a wide Difference there was between 
A him and the Troops which declared for him. They 
1 were all Alacrity, being proud of their Succeſs in

. his Imperial Fortune, was diſſolved in Eaſe and

the Middle of the Day. But the Ardour of the 


Soldiers did all. They called aloud for the March, 
and honoured him with the Namic of GERMANIcUs. 


That of Czsar he refuſed even after his Succeſs. 


Meantime Orho ſeemed to have bid Adieu to his 
uſual Delicacy, acting like an Emperor. Marius 


Celſus, the Conſul Elect, he had not only reſcued 


from the Rage of the Soldiery, but now pardoned 
him, even while he avowed his Fidelity to GaLsa, 


received him into the Number of his Friends, and 


made him one of his Generals. This was a popu- 
lar Action. Nor was the Death of Tigellinus leſs 
fo, whom he conſtrained to be his own Exe- 


cutioner. His Letters to VireLLivs were couched 


in the moſt friendly Terms, offering Wealth and 
Favour, and whatſoever Spot himſelf ſhould chuſe 
for the ſafe and quiet Enjoyment of it. The ſame 
| pretended Kindneſs was on both Sides carried on 


for a Time with like Diſſimulation. But after- 


wards, like Perſons in high Quarrel, they upbraided 


each other with their Vices and Debaucheries, and 
with equal Truth. 


Amidſt theſe Bickerings, Advices came that the 


Legions of Dalmatia, Panonia, and Mafia, had 


ſworn Allegiance to Orno. The ſame was faid of 


Spain; but it was quickly known to have gone 


over to VITELLIUS, Aguitain, tho under the Ob- 
ligation.

however diſtinguiſhable. enough, as well as the

The Detail of this extraordinary Deity, 


as my A thor quotes it from Ruſinus, is curious, 


The CHalda ans, ſays he, are reported to have car- 


ried the Fire, which they worſhipped, into all 
Countries, inſiſting, that the God, who conquered 


all other Gods, was alone worthy of divine Re- 


gard: and it appeared, in the Competition with 
thoſe of Gold, Silver, Braſs, and Earth, that this 
God was ſuperior to, and conſumed them all, 
This known, the Prieſt of Canopus ſet his Wits to 


Work. He took one of the Hjdrie, or Water- 
Veſſels, perforated fall of {mall Holes, which he 
afterwards cloſed up with Wax, and then painted 


the Outſide of it very elegantly. This he filled 


with Water, and, having robbed an ancient Statue 


of its Head, fitted it very nicely to the Top of his 


Veſſel. When the Chaldeans then came thither 


with their Fire, he produced the God that he had 
faſhioned, around which when the Fire was kindled, 


the Wax melted, the Water iſſued from every Vent, 


and cntirely quenched the Flames. From which

Annius Gallus was 
then leading the firſt Legion to the Relief of Pla- 
centia, but, learning the Motions of the Enemy, 
halted at Bedriacum. About the ſame Time, Mar- 


tins Macer, at the Head of the 2000 Gladiators, 
defeated a large Body of the Yizellian Auxiliaries, 
and might have gained greater Advantages but for 


the mutinous Diſpoſition of the Troops, fomented | 
Ner- by the Murderers of GALBA, who were con- 
tinually blaming their Officers, and who, by ſe- 
ditious Speeches and private Letters to Oro, 
created much Confuſion, This filled him with 


Anxiety: for he, who mended in Adverſity, was 


ever wavering in Proſperity, He, therefore, ſent

Notwithſtanding 
theſe Conſiderations, he no ſooner received certain 
Advice of this Event, than he determined to put an 
End to his own Life; a Reſolution moſt ſtrange and 

unexpected, from one of his luxurious and effemi- 


nate Diſpoſition. The Mannerof his Death in ſeveral 


Circumſtances reſembled that of Cavo of Urica. 
He ſpake comfortably to, ſuiting his Speeches to 
the Age and Dignity of, thoſe around him. With 


a placid Countenance, and a firm and unſhaken 


Tone, he reſtrained their Tears; ordered Shipping 


and Carriages for them at their Departure; fur- 


niſhed them with Money, and recommended a 


timely Submiſhon 'to the Victor. Then obſerving 
Salvius Cocceianus, his Brother's Son, trembling, and 


in Tears, he endeavoured to conſole. him, by chid- 
ing his Fears while he commended his Piety : 


« that VireLLivs, who would receive his whole 


Family in Safety, could not be fo cruel as to

After this, diſmiſſing every Body, he 
reſted a little, but was diſturbed by a ſudden Tu- 
mult occahoned by the Conſternation and Licen- 
tiouſneſs of the Soldiery, who threatened Deſtruc- 


tion to thoſe that were going, and particularly to 
Virginius, whole Houſe they had inveſted. Hav- 
ing checked the Authors of the Sedition, he re- 


turned, and waited patiently till his Friends had all 
departed in Safety. In the Evening he quenched 


his Thirſt with a Draught of cold Water; and, two 


Daggers being brought to him, he tried their Points, 


and put one of them under his Pillow ; when, being 


informed that his Friends were out of all Danger, 


he paſſed the Night quietly, and ſlept well. At 
Break of Day he ſtabbed himſelf, when his Freed- 


men and Slaves, with Plotius Firmus, his Captain of 


the Guards, entering, found only one Wound, His 
Funeral was haſtened, as himſelf had directed, that 


his Head might not be cut off and expoſed. Some 
of the Soldiers, from their Affection to him, flew 
themſelves at the Pile, whoſe Example was followed | 


by others at Bedriacum, and elſewhere. 
Thus died Orao, at the Age of thirty-ſeven 


Years, having reigned, according to Dio, ninety

= | Days; 
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Days; but, according to Suetonius, ninety- five; 
and left it a Queſtion, Whether his Life had been 
more execrable, or his Death more honourable ? 
He was of the middle Stature, badly footed, and 
ſhambled in his Gait. Having little Hair, he wore 


falſe curled Locks, nicely fitted to his Head as 


they had been natural. This is apparent on his 
Coins. From the Time that the Down began to 
appear upon his Chin, his Cuſtom was every Day 
to rub and ſmooth his Face, and clean it with 
moiſt Bread, that there might be no Appearance of 
Beard. This was but one Inſtance of his Effemi- 
nacy ; for he alſo officiated openly at the Rites of

Ths, in a long linen religious Veſture : fo that the 


Manner of his Death was much wondered at. But, 
however it might gain the Admiration, or be pal- 
liated by the Hiſtorians, of thoſe Times, in theſe 
it muſt be conſidered, like every other Exit of the 


Kind, as an Act of Deſpondence, and devoid of 


real Fortitude, And indeed this Opinion ſome 
Perſons of Judgment entertained of it even in thoſe 


Times. For we find Mucianus, the Governor of

The Death 
of Dolabella, now ſlain by his Command, procured 
him much III-Will, and was an unfavourable Speci- 
men of his Government. At the ſame Time the 


Spirit of the conquered Legions gave him great 


Uneaſineſs. They were therefore diſperſed and en- 
feebled through various Pretences. Next to this 


was his Fear of the Prætorians. But they, being 


firſt ſeparated, then ſoothed with an honourable 
Diſcharge, brought their Arms to their Tribunes, 
till the War being rekindled by Veseasian, they 


proved the main Strength of the Flavian Party.

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Hand, and a Branch of Laurel in the other. The ViIrzIIIvs.

SENatus, MA Tri PAT Riæ : in the Exergue 8 C. 
Very extraordinary Honours; but which could not 
ſoothe her Griefs, as ſhe foreſaw, with Dread, the 
fatal Conſequences of his Ambition. 
On the unlucky Day of Alia, he took upon him 
the higheft Pontificate, ſettled the Elections for ten 
Years to come, and declared himſelf perpetual Con- 
ful. He had his ſet Meals three, and ſometimes 
four, Times a Day, being accuſtomed to empty his 
Stomach for the Sake of eating more. At the De- 
dication of a large ſilver Diſh, which he called the 
Shield of Minerva, he filled it with the Livers of 
Scares, the Brains of Pheaſants and Peacocks, the 


| Tongues of Flamingos, and the Milks of Murænæ, 


brought from S pain and Parthia. The Entertainment, 
which his Brother gave him, was remarkable; for 
it, conſiſted of two Thouſand Fiſhes, and ſeven 
Thouſand Birds. He was cruel withal ; for he 
contrived the Deſtruction of many of the Nobility, 
his own School-Fellows and Equals, by various 
Kinds of Fraud. To one of them, ſick of a Fe- 


ver, he, with his own Hand, gave Poiſon. mixed 


with Water. Of his Creditors, he ſcarce ſpared

But his Spies now arriving from $yria and Judæa, 
with Advices that the whole Eaſt ſubmitted to his 
Authority, it is incredible how much his Haughti- 
neſs and Indolence encreaſed upon him.

But that cautious Cade was only weighing 
the Circumſtances of Things around him. Mucia- 
nus, the Proconſul of Syria, was well diſpoſed to- 
| wards: him, and more ſo towards his Son Tirus. 
Alexander, who governed Egypt, was in the ſame 
Counſels. The third Legion, which had paſſed 
from Syria into Maſia, he counted for his own, 


and had a good Hope of the other Legions of Ih- 
ricum; for the Arrogance of the Vitellian Soldiers 
had very much exaſperated all the Armies. Con- 
firmed at length by the Perſuaſions of Mucianus, 


and his Friends and Officers, he threw off his Diſ- 
guiſe. The firſt Motion was made by Tiberius 


Alexander, in Egypt, who diſpoſed the Legions 


there to take the Oath to Vesrastan. This was 
done by his own Troops alſo, with inexpreſſible 
Ardour. Thoſe at Antioch did the ſame, whom, 
as well as the Syrians in general, Mucianus had 
violently inflamed, by aſſerting, that VI EILIus had 
determined to ſend the German Legions into Syria, 
and to order the Syrian Legions to winter in Ger-

made, and every poſſible Encouragement given. 
But the German Army was no more the ſame. 
Luxury, and Debaucheries of every Kind, had ſunk 


their Spirits, and enervated their Bodies. They 
were more diſpoſed for Rapine and Sedition than 


for Diſcipline and Action. Cæcina too, their Ge- 
neral, was thought to waver in his Fidelity. He 
had a Conference with 2. Baſſus, under whoſe 


Command were the two Fleets at M; iſenum and 
Ravenna, which ſoon after revolted. But when he 
declared his Intention of doing ſo likewiſe, he v was 
impriſoned by his own Officers. | 
Primus had now been joined by three Legions 


more, and was prepared for a deciſive Action. He 


attacked the Enemy's Cavalry near Cremona, and 


routed them, with two Legions which came to their 
Aſſiſtance. This brought on a general Engage- 
ment, which laſted all Night, and ended in the 


entire Defeat of the Yitellians. Their Camp was 
taken, themſelves forced to a Surrender, and the un- 
ie City of Cremona burned to the Ground. 


Stil Wrzrrrus was abſorbed in Luxury, and

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little moved with evil Tidings. The Defection of 


Czcina rather gave him Satisfaction, as it diſcovered 
the Affection of his Troops. To the People and 
the Senate he cried up their Fidelity in the moſt 
lofty Terms. A Decree paſſed for the ſtriking of 
Coins, which might record it to Poſterity, Theſe 
had for their Reverſe two joined Hands, with 
FIDES EXERCITVVM S. C. But when he heard 
of their Defeat, inſtead of endeavouring to repair 
his Loſſes, his Study was to conceal them. His 
other General, Valens, who had been confined by 
Sickneſs, had now fallen into the Enemy's Hands, 
by whom he was afterwards put to Death; and his 
remaining Troops had unſeaſonably quitted the Paſ- 
ſage of the Apennine Mountains, Yet, in the Midſt 
of. theſe Diſtreſſes, he aſſumed the Title of CAE- 
SAR, which he had hitherto rejected. 

But, on the Captivity of Valens, N of the 
Vitellian Forces went over to the oppoſite Party. 
On the News of this, he made a public Offer of 
ſurrendering the Empire, in which he was pre- 
vented by the Violence of his German Guards, who 
drove Sabinus, the Brother of VESTASLIAN, and Go- 
vernor of Rome (with whom the Compact was actu- 
ally made) while he endeavoured to enforce it, into 
the Capitol, and beſieged him there. Vet not his 
Guards only, but all around him, ſeemed averſe to

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this Agreement ſo that when he Would have de- Vir LLIVS. 


livered his Sword; as the Enſign of his Authority, 
to the Conſul firſt, next to the Magiſtrates, and then 


to the ſeveral Senators preſent, they refuſed to receive 


it. On this he declared, that he would go and ſur- 
render it in the Temple of Concoxp. But when 
ſeveral of them cried out aloud, that their Concord 
was in him; that © himſelf was their Cancosp ;“ 
he returned, affirming, that he would then keep 
his Sword, together with the Surname of Con- 


conD, which they had given him. This was ra- 


tified by a Decree; for we have one of his Re- 


verſes with the Figure of this imaginary Goddeſs, 
feated, having a Cornucopiæ in her left Hand, and a 


Patera in the right, with an Altar blazing before 
her; and the Legend CONCORDIA AVGVSTI: 
in the Exergue S. C. At laſt the Capitol was taken 


by Aſſault, and that ſuperb Structure reduced to 


Aſhes.

At this Time both VESPASLAN 1 Trrus were 


at a Diſtance from Rome; for the former had com-

impoſed upon them, Mean while Mucianus go- 
verned all in Traly, and ratified his Orders with 
the Seal of Veseastan, ſent to him for that Pur- 
poſe. His principal Care was to fill the Treaſury ; 
for Money, he ſaid, was the Nerves of Govern- 


ment, which he adviſed Vzszas1an (and his Ad- 
vice was not Joſt) to procure by all Means.

| — Being defeated, he retired into the Country, and 


concealed himſelf and his Wife in a ſubterraneous 
Sepulchre for nine Years together, having two 
Children born tœhim in that Time. | 
Young DouirIAN, having been guilty of many 
arbitrary Proceedings, kept himſelf at Albano through 
Fear of his Father. He had fallen in Love with 
DowiTia, the Daughter of Corzulo, whom he 
took from her Huſband, and kept as one of his 
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Miſtreſſes, though he afterwards married her. But Ve 8 PA SI AN, 


Veseaslan, arriving at Brunduſium, was there met 
by Mucianus, and the principal Nobility; as he was 
at Beneventum by DoulriAax, whoſe Reception was 
little agreeable to the Haughtineſs of his Diſpo- 
ſition. When he came near to Rome, he was at- 
tended by the whole City, in a Manner, and with 
the loudeſt Acclamations. He repaid this Wel- 
come by an uniform Behaviour, full of Sweetneſs 
and Affability. He reſided rarely in the Palace, 
being fond of the Salluſtian Gardens; and the 
Gates of the royal Apartments were all Day open 
and unguarded, He was conſtant in his Atten- 
dance on the Senate, and communicated all Things 
with the Fathers. In what concerned the Com- 
monwealth he acted like an Emperor; in all Things 
elſe as a private Perſon. 

On the Commencement of the new Vear he be- 
came Conſul for the third Time. The Medals 
now ſtruck in Honour of him are numerous. 
Thoſe in Gold have, ſome, his laureate Head, with 
IMP CAESAR VESPASIANVS AVG TR P.; and 
on the Reverſe, Returning Fortune, with COS III 
FORT RED, Fortuna Redux. This Deity lays 
hold on the Prow of the Ship which brought him, 
with her right Hand, and has a Cornucopiæ in her 
left.

But it appears 
by theſe Medals, and the Deification recorded on: 
them (though unnoticed by Tacitus, Suetonius, and 
Dio) that her Memory was very dear to him.

Judea. The Jews, with Reaſon, taking this Pre- 
diction to belong to themſelves, had ruſhed pre- 
cipitately into that Rebellion, which ended in the 


Exciſion of their Capital, and the Diſperſion of 
thoſe who ſurvived the general Slaughter. The 
Adulation of TJo/ephus, however, applied it to 
VEsSPaSIAN, Which procured him Liberty and Fa- 
vour. A Triumph on this Occaſion was decreed 
both to the Father and the Son; and the former, 
as well as the latter, was ſaluted Imperator for the 
nineteenth Time, as is evident from the Denarius 
before us, bearing his laureate Head, with CAESAR 
VESPASIANVS AVG. and on the Reverſe the 
Legend IMP XIX. And it is further evident, from 
the Meaſure between the Letters and the Figures, 
and the Ears of Wheat ſpringing from it, *that a 
Congiary of Corn was diſtributed to the People on 
the ſame Occaſion.

From this Time Titus became 
a Partner in the Tribunitial Power, and Joint-Cenſor 
with his Father. 

All this while the Capitol was rebuilding with 
extraordinary Magnificence, the Care of which the 


Emperor had committed to L. Veſtinus. It was 


raiſed upon the old Foundations, with ſome Ad- 


dition of Height, and makes the Reverſe of one 


of his Medals in Bronze; whereon we ſee the Fi- 
gure of the Temple, and the Deities Jupiter, Fun, 
and Minerva) incloſed; and in the Exergue, 8 C. 
In his ſixth Conſulate the Temple of Pr Ach was 


dedicated, in which the Spoils taken from the 


Temple of Jeruſalem were laid up. The Plan of this 
alſo forms the Reverſe of one of his Medals, having 
in the Area 8 C. He finiſhed alſo the Temple of 
DIVVS CLAVDIVS, begun by ART PIN A]; raiſed 


an Amphitheatre in the Middle of the City, laid 


out a Forum, and was the Author of many other 


public Works.

The fa- 
mous Julius Agricola \ Was now made Governor of 


Britain. 


In the ninth Conſulatè of VEeSPASIAN, we find 
his two Sons defe gned jointly to ſucceed to that 
Honour. This appears from one of his Reverſes, 


whereon their Buſtos face each other, with the 
Legend IMP T VES COS..... and P. CAESAR 


AVG. F. COS. DESIG. e 
Alienus Czcina, whoſe Axpleits,” and fubſequent 


Defection from ViTELLIUs, have been already 


ſpoken of, now cancelled the Merit of the laſt 
Service, by entering into a Conſpiracy with Eprius 
Marcellus, againſt the Life of Veseas1an ; though 


-both had been diſtinguiſhed by him with many 

Honours. The former had engaged a large Num- 

ber of — but was ſlain in the Palace by the

ment there. The latter was condemned, and cut 


his own Throat. Thus the Emperor eſcaped the 


Snares of ungrateful Men, but was ſoon after car- 


ried off by a Fever. When reproved in his Sick- 


neſs, by the Phyſicians, for living after his uſual 
Manner, and fatiguing himſelf with the Cares of 
State, he anſwered, that © it became an Emperor 


„to die ſtanding.” When People talked of a 


Comet which appeared then, he ſaid, that © it 


did not portend Death to him, but to the King 
«of Partbia, who wore his Hair, for that himſelf 


©, was bald,” When he found his ' Diſeaſe mortal, 
© Methinks (ſaid he) I am going to be a God, 
alluding to the Roman. Cuſtom, of deifying their 


Emperors. Thus was he full of Jeſt and Pleaſantry 
to the laſt, He was in his ſeventieth Year when 


he died, having reigned ten Years wanting ſix 


Days.

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He was a ſquare-ſet Figure, with Limbs compact 


and ſtrong, and his Countenance like that of one 


in the Act of ſtraining. He had good Health, 


and, to preſerve it, uſed Friction to a ſtated Quan- 
tity, and faſted one Day in every Month. Szetonius 


fays, that the only Thing juſtly blameable in him 
was his Avarice, Yet he appears not to have hoarded 
Wealth for himſelf, but for public Uſes. For he 
was liberal to all Sorts of People. He allowed 


yearly: Salaries to the poorer Conſulars, and reſtored 


many Cities, throughout all the Provinces, which 


had ſuffered by Earthquakes and Fire. Of the 


Imperial City he was particularly: regardful, hav- 


ing reſtored many of its nobleſt Edifices,. and added. 


others. There are ancient Inſcriptions yet extant 


which teſtify his Liberal 157 in the Reparation of

Temples, Fe e 40 Highways. Where 


Houſes had been burned, or run to Ruin, he obliged 
the Owners to rebuild them, or allowed that Li-

His 
Donative to the Soldiers was no larger than in Times 
of Peace; and he was a ſtrict Diſciplinarian. When 
a ſpruce young Man, ſcented with Perfumes, came 
to return him Thanks for his Preferment, I had 
cc rather,” ſaid he, that you had ſmelled of 
26 Garlic,” and revoked his Grant. As a Man, his 
Civility, Clemency, and Placability, were remarkable. 5 
He ſplendidly endowed the Daughter of VIrEI- 
 Livs, and gave her moſt honourably in Marriage. 
When in Nzrxo's Time he lamented himſelf to the 
Officer, who was ſent to forbid him the Palace, 
ſaying, „ What: ſhall I: do? and whither ſhall I

when Emperor, to intreat his Pardon; when all

viſed to beware of Metius Pompoſianus, ſuppoſed 
to be of the Imperial Family, he not only did 
not hurt him, but made him Conſul ; laying, 
that he would anſwer for his Gratitude.“ No 
innocent Perſon ſuffered with his Knowledge. 
Helvidius Priſcus, who would ſalute him only as a 
"OR Perſon, | and who, during his Pretorſhip,

Plunder in the Civil Wars. He bore very placidly 
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« js it to CæsAx, if Hipparchus be worth a thouſand VeESPAST — 
« Great Seſterces?” himſelf commended the Ex- 
preſſion; and in the Senate made it his Buſineſs to 
ho encourage, as much: as poſſible, all Freedom of 
Speech. And to this liberal Diſpoſition I conceive 
that we owe one of his Coins, the Reverſe of which Pl. XXIV. 10. 
repreſents a Senator in the Act of ſpeaking freely, 
without any Legend, except what marks it ſtruck 
by a Decree of that illuſtrious Bodyl Sueronius

that it proved ſo ſhort,. comprehending, only two 
Years two. Months, and twenty Days | It is ſaid, 
that neither AuGusTus, if he had died ſooner, nor 
Trrus, if he had lived longer, had poſſeſſed the 


: mighty Reputation, which the World allows to 
both: ſince the former, conſtrained by the Num- 


ber, and the Plots, of his Enemies, had been very 
evere at firſt; and afterwards living long, the Mul-

” bf his Cruelty: and Titus could not for any 
Length of Time have maintained his Empire by 
ſuch Mildneſs and Innocence.

Moſt of the Coins chaye h labs of this Emperor 
were ſtruck in the Life® {time of his Father, whoſe 
kh, Power he ſhared, and with whom he was ſeven 
Times Conſul.

In this Reign a freſh War was kindled in Britain, 
wherein Julius Agricola laid waſte the whole Coun- 
try of the Enemy; and was the firſt Roman who 
found Britain ſurrounded by the Sea. For when 
certain Soldiers mutinied, and ſlew their Officers, 


having fled to the Ships, they put to Sea. By 
Streſs of Weather, being driven to the Weſt, they 


failed round till they arrived at the oppoſite Camp 
of the Romans. After which Agricola ſent others, 
who, ſteering the ſame Courſe, proved it to be an 


Iſland. On theſe Accounts Trrus was once more 
honoured with the Title of IMPERATOR, 


A dreadful Eruption. of Mount Veſuvius now de- 


ſtroyed. the two. Cities of Herculaneum and Pom- 


ſeii; the Inhabitants of the laſt being aſſembled. in 


the Theatre when: the City was overwhelmed. 


This was followed by a Peſtilence. And the next 


Year, while Tirus was. viſiting Campania, and ef- 


fectually relieving the Sufferers there, a. ſubterra- 


neous Fire. broke forth: at. Rome, which did much 
Miſchief. Many public Buildings, and the Capitol 


among the reſt, were conſumed by it. The Em- 


peror took the whole Loſs. upon himſelf. Beſides. 
the Amphitheatre already ſpoken of, he. builded 
magnificent-Baths, which he dedicated in.his own 


Name; and gave pompous Sports, at which he

with Eatables, Apparel, Veſſels of Gold or Silver, 


Horſes, Cattle, Slaves, Sc. which whoſoever took 
up, and carried to his Stewards, received the Things 


ſpecified. ' On the laſt Day he was obſerved to ſhed 


Tears. . Retiring preſently into the Country, he 
was taken ill apon the Road, and died in the ſame 


Villa wherein his Father had expired. A Report 
went, that his Days were ſhortened by his Brother, 
who had before plotted againſt him, and Yifor is 


poſitive that he was poiſoned by him. Before his 
Death he declared, that he repented of one-Thing 


only ; but what that was is yet unknown. Some 
will have it to have been his Familiarity with Do- 
MITIA, his Brother's Wife : which is not probable ; 
ſince ſhe, who abſolutely denied, would moſt cer- 
tainly have boaſted of it: Others, that he had 
ſpared his Brother, from whoſe cruel Spirit, and 


abandoned Life, the Roman 08 had ſo much 
Evil to expect. 


The Remembrance of his Mother was very PO 


to him, fince we find the Carpentum decreed to her 
Honour, by the Senate and People, on the Re- 
verſe of one of his Coins, in the' Area of which we 


read MEMORIAE DOMITILLAE, and in the 


Exergue SPQR. He married Arzicivia, the 


Daughter of Tertullus, at one Time Commander 
of the Prætorian Cohorts; and, after her Death, 
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or IMPERIAL ROME, 


Marcia FURNILLA, of an illuſtrious Family, from 


whom he was divorced, after ſhe had brought him 
one Daughter. The name of this Infant was Jux IA. 
She was by her Father declared AveusTa, and mar- 
ried to Sabinus. Several Medals of her in Bronze: 


are yet extant, bearing her Head, with this Inſcrip- 


tion, IVLIA IMPeratoris Tit AVGu/hi Filia 
AVGVSTA : The Reverſes are the Figures of thofe 
Deities whoſe Attributes the Empreſſes were wont 


to aſcribe to themſelves. Theſe are, 1. VESTA,

This was the Palladium, which was kept in the 
moſt private Part: of the Temple of this Goddeſs, 
under the Cuſtody of one only of the Veſtals, the 
View of it being forbidden to all others.

ſon to an Interview, he ſent his Brother Diegis, 


well attended, who gave up ſome Arms and Pri- 
ſoners; all, as he pretended; that he had.

He 

ſuffered, according to Dio, for the Crime of Im- 


piety. This was the Term uſually given to Chriſ- 


tianity. For this Cauſe, ſays he, many others were 


condemned, who had gone over 20 the Fewiſh Man- 


ners; Part of whom were executed, and Part ruined 
by Confiſcations. DowrTILLAa was only baniſhed to

All Effects found in the Palace, which Douirfax 


had taken from others, were reſtored. As the Ex- 
chequer was drained, unwilling to burthen the Peo- 
ple, he diſpoſed of great Quantities of Raiment, 
many Veſſels of Gold and Silver, Abundance of 
rich Furniture, both of his own. private Property 


and belonging to the Imperial Palace, many Farms 


and Houſes, and all Things elſe, ſuch excepted as 
were barely neceſſary. Nor was he exact in the 
Price, but favourable to moſt of the Purchaſers, 
He aboliſhed many Sacrifices, many of the Circenſian 
Entertainments, and other SpeQacles. He ſwore 
in the Senate, that no Senator ſhould ſuffer Death 
W by his Orders, and kept his Oath, although a Con- 


ſpiracy was formed againſt him. He did nothing

ſaid, that if he was a young Man, he would himſelf

jects by continued Acts of Generoſity and Mercy. 


Hence, when he appointed a Commander of the 
Prætorian Cohorts, and gave him the Sword as 
uſual, he held it ont to him drawn, © Receive 
« this,” ſaid he, © "I" me, if I govern well; if 
©. not, againſt me.” His great Failings were Vi- 


noſity and unnatural Luſt: but he endeavoured to 


prevent any ill Effects from the firſt, by charging 
thoſe about him to execute no Commands that he 
ſhould give after drinking largely; and the laſt 


was ſcarce deemed a Vice amongſt them. He was 


a 2 Bigot to the Idolatry of his Country; and, not-

In this he made moſt eminent Proficiency, of 
which his Writings, yet extant, are Teſtimony ſuf- 


ficient. He wore the Habit of one, and is com- 


monly diſtinguiſhed by the Name of Antoninus the 
Philoſopher. He embraced however the Profeſſion,

defired to ſhare his Honours with M. AuxkLIUs. 


A Triumph was therefore decreed to both Em- 


perors jointly ; whoſe Heads are therefore adverſe 
s. on the ſame Coins, with AVTOKPATOPQAN CE- 
BACTQN, Imperatorum Auguſtorum ; and a Victory 


alate, with a Wreath and Palm-Branch, on the Re- 
verſe: and each of them was honoured with the 
additional Surname of Parthicus Maximus. This is

But while Vervus was in the Eaſt, Fiforinus muſt 


have gained very fignal Advantages over the Germans, 


notwithſtanding the Silence of Hiſtorians ; ſince we 
find the good Emperor at Home aſſuming, even 
in the nineteenth Year of his Tribunitial Power, 


which was but the fifth of his Reign, the Titfe of 
Germanicus.

In an evil Hour did Vzxvus arrive at Rome. For 
he brought the Plague with him from the Eaſt, 
which ſpread itſelf over the whole Roman World, 
and over all Nations which held Communication 
with it. To this were added Inundations, Earth- 


quakes, and the moſt dreadful War that Rome had 


for ſeveral Ages been engaged in. The Infection 
made ſuch Havock, that they were forced to carry 
out the Dead in Carts and other Vehicles; and the 
poorer Sort were interred at the public Charge. 


However, as the Marcomanni had taken the Field, 


and drawn to their Party all the neighbouring King- 
doms, as far as to Tllyricum, and there was an im-

In proriding for chis important War, the City 
was filled with Luſtrations and Rites of every Kind 
and Country; and, what was peculiar to the No- 
mans, the Lectiſternia were practiſed for ſeven Days 


together, On theſe Occaſions an Entertainment was 


made for the Gods themſelves, whoſe Statues were 


brought out and placed upon ſumptuous Beds or 


Couches, as Gueſts, at Tables richly furniſhed, with: 
each his Pulvinar or Pillow, on which he ſeemed 
to reſt. In this Manner we ſee the Statue of FOR- 
TVNE ſet out on the Reverſe of one of M. Au-

All Things being now 40 the two Emperors 
advaced to Aquileia together. The March and 
Expedition ate recorded on two different Reverſes 
of M. AuRELiUs,, which ſhew this Emperor on 


Horſeback, with his Spear in his Hand, and at- 


tended by a military Train: in the Exergue of the 
one is the Word PROFPECTIO; of the other, 
EXPEDITIO AVG. 8. O. Mr. Addiſon thought 


that he had found a Copy of the famous Equeſtrian 


Statue of this Emperor on a Reverſe of Lucius 


VERUS, | the Horſe and Man in the Medal and the 
Statue. being in the ſame. Poſture, and a Reſem- 


blance of Face, as he thought, to be diſtinguiſhed: 
How far Fancy may have miſled that excellent 


Author, L cannqt ſay; ;- having never ſeen either of 


the Medallions which he ſpeaks of in his Travels, 
p. 203. But Patin has given us a Coin of Vrzus, 
with a Reverſe, probably of the ſame Sort; the Le- 
gend of which is PROFECTIO AVG. TR PIII. 
But here there is certainly no Reſemblance of Face; 
whereas in the former there is a real Likeneſs, as 
far as one may judge of ſuch Profiles in Miniature. 


However that be, here their Alacrity and Proxi- 
mity affected the Enemy with Dread. Some of 
8 f them 


M. AvRrELi1vs, 
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N. Avazuvs. do retired beyond the Danube, and others ſent 
deprecatory Ambaſſies: ſo that the Emperors re- 
turned to Rome for the Winter, though M. Au- 
RELIUs ſuſpected that they meaned only to amuſe 
and deceive him. And ſo it happened ; for in the 
ſucceeding Summer the War raged ; and the Mar- 
comans, aſſiſted by the Iazyges, the Quades, and Da- 
cians, were routed ; and M. AuRRELIus was faluted 
IMPERATOR for the third, as VERUs was for the 
fourth, Time. But this ſeemed only to exaſperate 
the Foe, which made it neceſſary for the Emperors 
to return to Aquileia early in the Spring following. 
Yet the Violence of the Plague drove them home- 
ward again; and Vervs died of an Apoplexy upon 
the Road, on their Return. M. AvuxEtivs attended 
the Body to Rome, and interred it with great So- 
lemnity. He even prevailed upon the Senate to 
deify the deceaſed ; of which the Reverſe before us 
is a Proof, which contains his Figure, drawn in a 
Car by four Elephants, with the Word CONSE- 
CRATIO. SC. All the Good that can be faid of 
him is, that he had no Diſſimulation or Cruelty; 
and was a kind Maſter to his Freedmen and Ser- 
vants, who were the Miniſters of his Vices. His 
Character in other Reſpects much reſembling that 
of CaLiGULa or Nzzo. He died in the ninth Year 
. 10 
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Age. 

. Advantages were gained over the Enemy, 
while Mazcus was abſent from the Army, ſufficient 
to inveſt him with the Title of IurRRATOR for the 
fourth Time ; though the next Campaign proved, 
upon the Whole, unfavourable to the Romans. For 
they were defeated with great Loſs, and purſued by 


the victorious Enemy, even to the Gates of Aqguileia. 


This filled all 7:aly with Conſternation; inſomuch 
that, the Troops being very much thinned with 


the Plague, it was judged neceffary to admit Per- 
ſons of every Condition into the Army, and to en- 


gage Aa Body of German Mercenaries to aſſiſt them. 
But the Sinews of War were ſhrunk ; and the Em- 


peror would not hear of any further Burden upon 


the People in this Time of general Calamity. He 
therefore expoſed to Sale all the rich Furniture of 
the Palace; not only the Pictures, Plate, and 
Jewels, but the very Robes of the Empreſs were 
ſold. By which Means a ſufficient Sum was ob- 
tained, and a formidable Army ſet on foot. Before 


he marched at the Head of it, he diſpoſed of his 


Daughter LVciILA once more in Marriage to Pom- 
peianus, a young Equeſtrian, of moſt excellent Cha- 
ra&er. And about this Time *tis probable that 
the Medals were ſtruck, which repreſent FavsrTina,

The Senate and the People 
therefore, of every Sex and Condition, decreed to 
him a Temple, Priefts, and every ſacred Circum- 
ſtance; which is alſo evident from the Reverſe be- 
fore us, with an Eagle having his Wings expanded,

good Government he was moſt attentive and dili- 
gent, neither ſpeaking, writing, nor doing any 
Thing negligently.

He took eſpecial Care of the 
Ways and public Roads. No Prince paid more 
Deference to the Senate, or more Regard to the 
Wants of his People. Nothing was blamed in him 
but his too great Lenity. For being without Fault 
himſelf, he did not chufe to enquire into the Faults 


of others, that he might not puniſh them. He 


was only unhappy in leaving ſuch a Son behind, for 


whoſe Inſtruction and Improvement all his os 
wearied Endeavours proved Funde Add tom 


this Time the Iron Age of Imperial Rome com- 
mences ; fo great was the Change that enſued in 
the Circumftances of the Empire. His Image of 

1 Gold 
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Gold was erected in the Senate-Houſe. And the M. Avis. 
Man who kept not a Statue of him in his Houſe 
(whoſe Circumſtances might afford it) was held to 
be a ſacrilegious Perſon. His Reign was ſo much 
admired, and his Name for that Reaſon ſo ſpeciouſſy 
aſſumed by ſome of his Succeſſors, that it is ſome- 
what difficult to diſtipguiſh many of their Coins 
and Medals. Mercury ſeems to have been the fa- 
vourite Deity of this Emperor, by whom we find a 
ſuperb Temple erected to him, on four Termini, hav- 
ing the God with his proper Attributes in the 
Center of it. Amo neſt the Decorations above, 
Mr. Waller obſerves, that there are the Figures of Pl. XXXIX. 4. 
a Dog, a Cock, and a Tongue, as the Emblems of 
Fidelity, Vigilance, and Perſuaſion, neceſſary to a 
Pontifex.

The Greek Coins of M. Avurttivs are common 
of every Size : but thoſe of the younger FAUSTINA, 
which bear the Name of ANNla, are rare.

NYOMMODUS began to ſhew the Cruelty of 
his Diſpoſition at the Age of twelve Years. 


For, the Water of his Bath being over-heated, he 


commanded the Waiter to be thrown into the Fur- 
nace ; nor would be pacified, till convinced by the 


fœtid Smell of a Sheepſkin, thrown in to deceive 


him, that his Commands had been executed. At 
the Age of fourteen he was received into the Sa- 
cerdotal College, and, on taking the manly Gown, 
was declared PRIN ck o THE YouTH, and preſented 
with a Shield and Spear of Gold by the Equeſtrian 
Order. This is recorded on his Coins, in the ſame 

Manner 
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Manner that we have ſeen it on the Denarius of 
NzxRo, with the Mark of a Shield, with EQVES TER 
ORDO PRINCIPI IVVENTwziss The Pieces 
which come out croſs-wiſe from behind the Shield

or reſtored, can only be ſurmiſed. For, beſides 


thoſe in his two Temples, there were ſeveral Figures 
of him in Rome. Horace makes Mention of the 
higheſt, the middle, and the loweſt. Janus. There 


was another before the Entrance of the Senate- 


Houſe, to which, as Dio Caſſius ſays, Drpius Ju- 


LIANUS was going to offer Sacrifice, when he was 
diſturbed by the Exclamations of the People. And 
the Erection or Reſtitution of this was probably the 


Occaſion of the Coin in Bronze before us. Another 


very curious Reverſe was now ſtruck, in Compli- 
ment to the ſuppoſed Steadineſs of the Emperor's 


Fortune. For it ſhews the Figure of this Deity, as 


Apelles uſed to paint her, ſeated, with a Cornu- 
copie in her left Hand. Her right ſhe holds out 


in a ſoothing Manner to an Horſe that is paſſing by, 


who placidly turns back his Head to her. The 


Legend is FORT VNAE MANENTI: in the 
Exergue COS VPP. 8 C. It is extraordinary, that 
amongſt the three- and- twenty different Fortunes, 


enumerated by Alexander ab Alexanaro, there is no 
Mention of the Fortuna manens; and we can only 
conjecture it to have been one of the three, of 
doubtful Name, at the Porta Collina. Yet the 
Lyric Poet had probably an Eye to this particular 
Deity, in the 29th Ode of his third Book,

It may be that the 
Janus alſo, which we have juſt now taken Notice 
of, may bear ſome Relation to himſelf, as the Re- 


gulator of the Year. From ſome Coins ſtruck in 


the Courſe of the ſucceeding Year, it ſeems that 
either the peſtilential Diſorder, which had long 


| raged, began now to ſubſide, or that they were 


owing to the Recovery of the Emperor himſelf 
from ſome Malady. For we are informed by Galen, 
that he had cured him of a troubleſome Diſorder 
of his Jaws. And it might be to expreſs his Gra- 
titude to this Phyſician that the Figure of E/cu- 


lapius, ſeated, and feeding the Serpent, was ſtamped 


upon ſome of his Reverſes, with PM TR P XIII 
IMP VIII COS 78 C. Another has the Figure 
of Hygeia ſeated, and employed in the fame Of- 
fice, with SALVS in the Exergue. On another is 
the Figure of Apollo, the ſuppoſed Arbiter of the 


Fate of Man, not armed with his Bow as ſuch, but 
having in one Hand his Harp, reſting on a Column, 


and his Plectrum in the other, as heightening the 
general Toy. He is here called the Palatine Apollo, 


as the Guardian of the Imperial Palace, in which 


he had a Temple dedicated to him by AveusTus,

Several extraordinary Occurrences "had lately 


paſſed, Perennis, the favourite Miniſter, had, by 
his oppreſſive and iniquitous Practices, incurred the 
public Odium; and was, upon a general Charge of 
aſpiring to, the Empire, cut off, with all his Fa- 
mily. He was ſucceeded in that dangerous Poſt by 
1 one of the Emperor 8 Freedmen, who, 
far from profiting by the Fate of his Predeceſſor, 
rather exceeded him in Haughtineſs, Venality, and 

Cruelty. His Authority was therefore ſhort-lived.

It is remarkable, 
that in this his laſt) Year, no fewer, than twenty 
five Conſuls were created, by the arbitrary Pleaſure 
Vol. II.

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Commonvs. of this Miniſter; Meantime a large Body of De- 
ſerters, headed by one Maternus, wrought great 
Diſtraction in the Provinces of Gaul and Spain. 
Finding themſelves. at laſt hard preſſed by Miger, 
who marched againſt them with an Army, they 
divided, and in ſeparate Parties entered Rowe, with 
Deſign to aſſaſſinate the Emperor, and ſeize the 
Government. But a timely Diſcovery being made, 
the Scheme was defeated, by the Execution of their 
Leaders. To which Deliverance it may be, that 
the laſt- mentioned Coin may be more applieable. 
Gteat Diſcontents had ariſen amongſt the TroGpe 
in Britain, which PEN TIN ARX was ſent thither to ap- 
peaſe, and which he accompliſhed, at the extreme 
Hazard of his Life. Szvxkus was now reealled 
from Pannonia; and made Governor of Sicily. He 
was accuſed at the ſame Time of eonſulting the 
Aſtrologers with ambitious Views, but was ac- 
quitted by his judges, and his Calumniator crucified. 
The Plague now broke out afreſn, and made great 
FHavock, ' efpecially at Rome. And - Abundance of 
People perifhed in every Part of the Empire, by 
ſmall Needles, infected with Poiſon, which were 
artfully caſt at them by malicious Perſons, or fuch 
as were hired for the Purpoſe; ; an Evil which 
had been complained of alſo. in the Days of

joining Buildings, but the Temple of Veſta, and a 
Part of the Palace, were conſumed by it. After 
having raged impetuouſly for ſeveral Days, it was 
extinguiſhed by a Flood of Rain, which the People 
looked upon as providentially ſent from Heaven on 
Purpoſe, And on this Occaſion the Emperor him- 
ſelf. was recorded as an Example of Piety. For he 
is figured" on his Coins, in an Attitude of Devo- Pl.

All theſe 
moſt earneſtly diſſuaded him from the Execution of

The Tablet, 
containing theſe Names, Marcia obſerved ſoon after

Countopus was of proper Stature, and ak a PIR 
and manly Aſpect ; but his Eyes twinkled like thoſe 

of a, drunken Perſon, and his Speech was confuſed. 

His Cuſtom was to ſinge his Beard, either to avoid 
the Danger of a Barber, or to make the Hair ſpring 
up the ſofter. Notwithſtanding his Atchievements 
in nude Azmphichaatre, he was afflicted with a Rup- 
ture, 
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Commonys. ture, the Tumor of which was evident enough 
through his filken Robes, . His Liberality to the 
Public was expreſſed in frequent Congiaries; at 
one of which he diſtributed 725 Denarii to each 

Perſon; which Sum is computed at 70 Gold Du- 
cats. In other Reſpects he was avaricious, his Ex- 
travagancies keeping the Treaſury very low. He 
murdered all his Relations, and 24 of the moſt il- 
luſtrious Perſons of the Empire. And his Luſt was 

as fierce as his Cruelty: : for he violated his own 
Siſters, and the Veſtal Virgins, and kept a Seraglio 
of '300 Women, and an equal Number of Cata- 
mites. Yet this unnatural Tyrant, of execrable 
Memory, was afterwards deified by the- Emperor 
| Severus. - For: the preſent, - however, the Senate 
with- one Voice declared him the Enemy of his 

Country, of the Gods, and of the Senate; ordered 
his Statues to be pulled down, l Nam to be 
eraſed from all Inſcriptions, his Body to be dragged 
by the Hook, and caſt into the Tiber, and the 
Months of the Year to be reſtored to their ancient 

Names. But his Body was privately buried by 
Night, and afterwards. removed by his Sueceſſor to 

the Monument of Ha RIAN. There are many Co. 
lony Coins of him, both Greek and Latin, which 
are trite and common; but all thoſe. of Cxis pA 
are rare and valuable. 
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X PUBLIUS HELVIUS PERTINAX. 
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En 0 M M ODUS being dead, Eeleftus and pin. 
AA waited on PxxriN Ax, and with Difficulty per- 
ſanded him to attend them to the Prætorian Camp, 
where, on the Recommendation of Lætus, and the 
Promiſe of a Donative, he was declared Emperor; 
it being given out amongſt them, that Couuopus 
had been carried off by an Apoplexy. He then 
haſtened to the Senate, which was aſſembled in the 
Night, and was received with great Applauſe. All 
the Imperial Honours were conferred upon him, 
and he was ſtiled Prince of the Senate, according to 
ancient Uſage. The Title of AvcusTa was de- 
creed to his-Wite, as was that of Czsax to his 
Vor. II. „ . Son. 
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PerxTIinAx. Son, But he rejected both, and would gladly have 
— relinquiſhed the Authority veſted in himſelf, His 
Son he judged too young ; and his Wife was a pe- 
tulant Woman, whoſe Fondneſs for a Muſician gave 
him no room to aſſure himſelf of her Fidelity. Yet 
we find her acknowledged by this Title in ſome 
Provincial Coins. In that before us ſhe is a graceful 
Figure, with the Inſcription TITIANII SE BAC TH, 
Titiana Auguſta. The Reverſe is one mounted on 
Horſeback, the common Symbol of the Heliopoli- 
tans; but whether the Coin was ſtruck at Heliopolis 
in Egypt, or a City of the ſame Name in Cælo- 
Syria, as I rather judge, is uncertain ;. but that it 
was at one of them, the Hal, Heli, leaves us no room 
to doubt. 
PzRrINAX was a Ligwrian by Birth, and of mean 
Extraction. For his Father, Heluius Bucceſſus, was. 
a Woodman, and had been commonly called Perzi- 
nam from his obſtinate Continuation. of that la- 
borious Employment for many Years ;. which Name 
he was ſo far from being aſhamed of, that he gave 
it to his 8on. He found Means, however, to pro- 
cure for him a good Education, and he afterwards 
earned a ſcanty Maintenance by inſtructing others. 
At length, betaking himſelf to the Army, his Merit 
buy Degrees recommended him to the higheſt Com- 
mands; ; 10 that he Was appointed to the Conſul-

excellent Management of his private Concerns, and 
his Experience in public Affairs, added to his un-

the ſhort Time that he continued it, their Expec- 1 
tations were fully anſwered. For his Juſtice, Equi- - 1 
ty, and Moderation, endeared him to all good Men, i 
and were worthy to be recorded, as they are, on 9 
Medals of Gold, made much more eſtimable by the 6 
Impreſſion of his laureate Head, inſcribed IMP Pl.

PEATINAx. darted his Spear at his Breaſt: This, ſaid he, 
n the Soldiers ſend you:“ on which others ruſhed 
forward and diſpatched him. Eclectus died by his 
Side, after having ſlain two of the Soldiers in his 
Defence. Thus fell PzxTiNax, in the fixty-cighth 
Year of his Age, after a ſhort Reign of eighty- ſeven 
Days only. He was afterwards deified, and his Son 
was made the Flamen or Chief Prieſt of his Father. 
He was a venerable old Man, with a long Beard 
and curled Hair ; of full Habit, and a Belly ſome- 
what prominent ; of ſtately Height, moderately elo- 
quent, and rather gracious than liberal. He was 
accuſed of Avarice, but his Virtues were many; 
and, had he lived longer, might have reſtored the 
Empire to its ancient Luſtre, His Death was there- 
fore much lamented by the Senate and People.

Sulpicianus, the Father-in-law 
of PxRTINAx, and Governor of Rome, was then in 

the Camp, whither he had been ſent on the firſt 
News of the Mutiny, and offered himſelf. But 


Dibius Jorraxus, the wealthieſt Man in Rome, 


haſtening thither, and greatly outbidding him, was 


declared Emperor, and attended to the Senate in 
f | the:

His imperial Fortune, diſtinguiſhed 
by the Helm in her right Hand, and the Cornucopiæ 
in her left, is honoured on the Reverſe of the 
Frontiſpiece. But the Concord of the Prætorian 


Cohorts, to which he really owed his Advancement, 


is celebrated on his Medal of Gold; the Obverſe of 
which ſhews his laureate Head, with IMP CAES. 
M. DID. SEVER. IVLIAN. AVG. while ſhe ap- 
pears. on the Reverſe with an Eagle in one Hand, 
and an Enſign i in the other, entitled CON CORD 
MILITzn. His Denarius correſponds with this, 
except that the Name of SEVER. is omitted in the 


Inſcription. At the ſame Time the Title of Au- 
GUSTA was decreed both to his Wife MaxLIA Scan- 
ILL A, and his Daughter Divia Cana, by whom 
bis own Ambition was too inconſiderately ſtimulated.

Bat the People in ge- 
neral were under great Concern, and took no Care

the Empire; and when he endeavoured to pacify 
them with Promiſes of Money, they were the more 
vehement, crying out, that they would have none 
© of it.“ He then ordered the Soldiers to fall upon 
thoſe who were neareſt. This did but exaſperate 
the Multitude, who took Arms, and flocked from

on Homes. His Behaviour after: this was mean. 


He ſoothed and flattered the Senate, and the great

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D:ivivs Men, promiſed and gave largely, became exceed- 
Ros ded ingly obſequious to all he met, frequented the 
Theatres, gave many Entertainments, and omitted 
nothing which might conciliate the Aﬀections of 
others. But to Men of Experience, this immode- 
rate Aſſentation looked ſuſpicious. | a 
At this Time there were at the Mean uf the 
Roman Armies three Perſons, very eminent; SEVE- 
zus, who commanded in Ihricum; Nicer, in Sy- 
ria; and AlzIN us, in Britain. The firſt was the 
moſt potent and the moſt prudent. Foreſeeing 
what would happen on the Death of JuriAxus, he 
made it his firſt Care to engage the Friendſhip of 
ALBINus, who was neareſt. This done, with ſix 
hundred ſelect Men, he ſet out for Rome, travelling 
Night and Day, being followed by the reſt of his 
Forces with all Diligence, His Intentions being 
known, JuLtanus obliged the Senate to declare him 
a public Enemy. He then made great Preparations 
for his Defence, and fortified the Palace. Lætus 
and Marcia were put to Death by his Orders. Se- 
veral Youths were {lain by him for Magical Pur- 
poſes. Many Perſons were hired to aſſaſſinate 
SEVERUS, who had now entered Italy, and made 
himſelf Maſter of Ravenna. They who guarded the 
Paſſes went over to him. And the Prætorian Co- 
dane on | whom .

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ſunk under their Labours, and were dreadfully Drotrvs 
frightened at the Rumor of his Approach.

the Empire. Meantime the Pretoria @dhorts, to 
whom Szvazud Bad dy his Letters offered Indem- 
nity on their Sümiſſion, and the deliveriug up all 
thoſe concerned in the Death of PerTINAX, ſeized 
the Aſſaſſins, and gave Notice of what they had 
done to Meſſala the Conſul, who immediately 
ſummoned the Senate to meet in the Temple of 
Minerva. The Fathers, without' Delay, (paſſed 
Sentence of Death on JULIJANUs, who was beheaded 
in the Palace; declared Szyrzuys Emperor; - and de- 
creed Divine Honours to PERTINAX. He ſuffered 
in his ſixty-firft Year, after | having reigned "oo 
ſui Days; and his Body was delivered to his Wife 
r N Interment. EnSTi ot. 1600 
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QEVERUS, now Efnperor, inſtantly took Ven- 
geance on the Murderers of PRRTIN AX. On 
Wia pprork to the City, he ordered the Prætorian 
Cohorts to attend him without their Arms. He 
upbraided them in the bittereſt Terms with their. 
mutinous Diſpoſition, their heinous Rebellion and 
Cruelty to their moſt excellent Emperor. After 
which he baniſhed them an hundred Miles from 
Rome. He then advanced to the City, at the Head 
of his Troops, armed, and on Horſeback. When 
he came to the Gates, he alighted, and put on the 
peaceful Garb of a Citizen, in which he entered, 
the Wade Army following. Our Hiſtorian calls it

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the moſt magnificent Sight that he had ſeen. The S. SV ERAVs. 
whole City was adorned with Flowers, and Wreaths 
of Laurel.

The Splendor of the Illuminations, 
the Qdour of the Incenſe every where diſperſed, and 
the Acclamations of the People, were ſuch as cannot 
eaſily be deſcribed.”

When he had made the 
neceſſary Proviſion, he paſſed into Gaul, and his 
Proceedings were at firſt ſo- favourable as to alarm 
SEVERUs greatly, This Emperor immediately left 
the Eaſt, and haſtened to meet him. Both Armies 
came to a decifive - Action in the Zyonois, where 
Alpixus was defeated, and ſlew himſelf. His 
whole Family ſuffered, as NickR's had done be- 
fore; as did all his Partizans of any Note, and 
their Effects were ſeized by the Conqueror. His 
Friends and Correſpondents at Nome were now in 
dreadful Conſternation. SEVARUSG produced i in full 
Senate the Letters which had been written to his 
Competitor. In his Speech he extolled the Severity 
of Sylla, Marius, and Auguſtus, as the wiſeſt 
Proviſion for their own Seeurity, and condemned 
the Humanity and Moderation of Pompey and Cæſar 
as deſtructive Weakneſs; highly eried up the Vir- 
tues of Commoius, whom he obliged them to deify, 
and reproved them ſharply for defaming ſo excellent 
an Emperor.

_ceedings, they were ever at Variance. If one of 
them took a Fancy to this Man, the other joined 
his Adverſary. Even in their common Exerciſes, 
their Emulation was remarkably. contentious and 
fierce. After an Interval of two Vears, they were 
Conſuls again together; when GTA alſo received 
the T ribunitial Power, and the Appellation, of. Au- 
GUSTUS, For SEVERUS judged. it neceſſary to take 
them with him, thus inveſted with equal Power, 
as his. Aſſiſtants in Britain, where, tlie Nuran Rorces 
had of late Years ſuffered. greatly, and bad! even

Having corrected many Abuſes, and enacted 
many wholeſome Laws, he was better ſpoken of 
when dead than living: ſo that what was faid of 
AUGUSTUS, was alſo applied to him, that he ought 
not to have been born, or not to have died.

Emblems of Wiſdom, But Caracaila ſhewed 
little Wiſdom in the early Diſmiſſion of his old 


Domeſtics, the moſt eminent of whom he put to 


Death. He would readily have diſpatched his own 
Brother too, but that he feared the Army, to 
whom Gra was dear. Yet the two Brothers ex- 
preſſed a mutual Benevolence, while they acted 
with all Contrariety. They had ſeparate Bodies of 
Vor.

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CARACALL A. Guards, which looked upon. cach other as declared 
Enemies, and on their Arrival at Rome divided 
the Palace between them, The eldeſt, therefore, 
finding all his Schemes abortive for the De- 
ſtruction of his Brother, pretended | a vehement 
Deſire of being ſincerely reconciled to him by the 
Mediation of their Mother, entreating her, that to 
this End they might have a Meeting in her Preſence, 
and in her Bedchamber; which was appointed ac 
cordingly. Here GzTa met him, and was ſlain in 
the Arms of his Mother, by ſome Soldiers placed in 
Ambuſh for the Purpoſe. Tis even affirmed, that 
he embrued his own Hands in his Brother's Blood. 
This Tragedy completed, he ran towards the Præ- 
torian Camp, crying out all the Way, that “ there 
« was a Conſpiracy againſt him.” When there, 
| he was out of Breath with the ſame loud Com- 
- plaint; and, before he gave them any Particulars, 
took Care to aſſure them, that he came thither 
with a full Reſolution to live and die and ſhare all 
his Treaſures with them. And he did indeed diſ- 
tribute an immenſe Donative amongſt them, mak- 
ing two thouſand five hundred Denarii to each

But the Greeks alſo had 
their MIN, Menſis or Lunus, as well as CEAHNH, 
Luna; and Orpheus calls it Inv ve xd ceoty, Male 
and Female. The Cock on the Coin was ſacred to 
this Deity, as a Time-keeper by his Crowing. The 
Account which Spartian gives of this Matter is 


pleaſant, ** It is,” fays he, © a received Opinion 


* amongſt the People of Carrbæ, (where was a 
famous Temple of this God) “ that they, who 
look upon the Moon as Female, are doomed to 


„be the Slaves of Women ; but that they, who 


{© regard it as a Male Deity, will be Maſters of their 
c Wives, and ſuperior to all female Arts.“ A 
Creſcent appears behind the Shoulders of Lunus, 


and the Victory in his Hand holds out a Wreath. 
The Legend is COLonia CAESarea ANTIOCHIA. 


From this Place he diſpatched his Favourite Theo- 


critus, the Son of a Slave, at the Head of an Army, 
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to make War upon the Armenians, by whom he Caracaira. 
was ſoundly beaten. 

He now ſet his Face towards Egypt, For, hav- 
ing heard that the Alezxandrians derided him on 
many Accounts, but ' chiefly for having ſlain his 
Brother, he marched thither, pretending great Af- 
fection for them; and when the principal Citizens 
in ſolemn Proceſſion attended him in the Suburbs, 
he received them graciouſly, invited them to an 
Entertainment, and there flew: them. He then 
entered the City with his Troops prepared for Ac- 
tion. The Inhabitants were forbidden to ſtir out 
of their Houſes, the Soldiers were properly ſtationed, 
and the Carnage began. Beſides the Alezxandrians, 
a vaſt Number of Strangers were put to the Sword, 
as well as of thoſe that came with him, who could 
not be diſtinguiſhed. The Bodies of the ſlain 
were thrown into deep Pits dug for the Purpoſe. 
All Strangers, known to be ſuch, were expelled the 
Place, Merchants excepted, whoſe Effects were pil- 
laged. The Wealth of the City was partly plun- 
dered, and partly loſt. All this while he continued 
in the Temple of Serapis, whence he iſſued his Or- 
ders. But this was a trifling Profanation, when 
we conſider that in this Temple, and to this God, 
he conſecrated the very Sword with which he flew 
his Brother. It was, perhaps, in Conſequence of 
Von II.

of Arbela, where he deſtroyed the Sepulchres of 

the Parthian Kings, and ſcattered their Bones. He 

met with little or no Reſiſtance; for the Inhabitants 

fled to the Mountains, and acroſs the Tigris, to 

an for their Defence. Of this he gloried, as a

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mighty Exploit remarking, in his Letters to the CaRACALLA. 
Senate, that a Lion deſcending from the Mountains 
had fought for him. This might be a further 

Reaſon for the Device laſt mentioned. He was 

therefore gratified with the Title of PARTHICVS, 

an Honour which he much coveted ; and this pre- 

tended Suoceſs was commemorated on Medals of 

Gold, by a Trophy, with two Captives at the Foot 

of it, and a Fifory ſeated, who is inſeribing upon Pl. XLIV. 10. 
a Shield VO-it XX, the Legend being PM TR 
P XX COS IIII PP; and in the Exergue VICzoria 
PARThica. Hence it appears, that the twentieth

He took great Delight in Chariot-driving, laying, 

that he imitated the Sun in his Manner of doing =: 
Hence he 1 18 figured. on a Reverſe 1 in Bronze, in a Pl. XLIV. 11. 
radiated Crown, as driving furiouſly the four Horſes 

of the Sun, with the Legend PM TR P XX PP 

8 O: and upon one in Gold, he ſhines as the orient Pl. XL1y, 12. 
Sun, radiated, and pointing forward in like Manner 

with one Hand, while he holds the Whip in the 

other: Vet not wholly content to perſonate Apollo, 

we find him on another Reverſe in Gold, ſtruck Pl. XLIV. 13. 
about the ſame Time, as wake the ſame Legend, 5 
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CARACALLA, reminding the World that he was ſtill the Subſti- 
tute of Jupiter, whoſe Image is enthroned, with the 
Patera in his * Hand, and the Haſta pura in 
his left. . 
The Parthians were maling theineveſlary 0 
rations to revenge the late Infult, when CARACALLA 
was ſlain by one of his own Soldiers. He had per- 
fidiouſly deprived King Abgarus both of his Liberty 
and Dominions, which he made a Roman Province, 
5 and ſettled a Colony at Edeſſa, the Capital; for on 
Pl. XLIV. 14. one of his Coins the Genius of that City is repre- 
ſented as a Queen, with her Head turrited, and the 
Legend K OA EAECCA, . From this Place he was 
journeying towards Carrbæ, to pay his Devotions 
to their God Lunus, when his Fate overtook him. 
An African had foretold that Mackixus (who, was 
then joint Captain of the Prætorian Guards with 
Adventus) and his Son DiavuMentanus, were deſ- 
tined to be Emperors. The Man was ſent to Rome, 
where he declared the ſame Thing before Matennia- 
nus, Commander of the City Guards, who wrote 
an Account of it to the Emperor, which was de- 
livered to the Empreſs Julia, at Antioch... But a 
like Account was forwarded directly to Maczinvus, 
from his Friend 'Ulpius Julian, then Cenſor, 80 
that Maczinus, having received his Advices firſt, 
aw the Neceſſity of periſhing, or preventing it by 
1 dhe 
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the Death of the Emperor. He therefore engaged caracaia. 
two of the Tribunes, and ſome Soldiers, one of 
whom was Martialis, a diſcontented Veteran, in a 
Conſpiracy againſt him. On the fixth of the Ides 
of April, then, as he rode, having been obliged, by 
a Call of Nature, to diſmount, Martialis advanced 
forward, as to ſpeak to him, and with a ſmall 
Dagger gave him the mortal Stab. Thus fell 
CARACALLA, in the thirtieth Year of his Age, after 
having reigned, ſince the Death of his Father, ſix 
Vears, two Months, and as many Days.

cecedingly beloved by the Soldiers in general; to 
enrich whom he had impoveriſhed all the Roman 
1 World beſide. One of them had pierced Martialis 
i with an Arrow, and ſlain him. This prevented all 
a0 | Diſcovery; otherwiſe Mackixus had ſcarce ſuc- 
9 ceeded. As it was, they ſpent two whole Days in 
Deliberation, and then declared him Emperor. In 
Return he made them a very large Donative, as 
did his Son DiapUuENIAN US, to whom was given 
the Name of AnToxiNnus, with the Title of Cæs Ax, 
and PRIxck or THE YouTH. As ſuch he appears

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on his Denarius, with Marcus OPELius ANToni- Macaixvs. 
us DIADVMENIAN#s CAESar. On the Reverſe Pl. XLIV. 15. 
he ſtands between an Eagle and two Enſigns, with 


PRINCeps IVVENTVTIS. The fame we have in 
Bronze. But on one Reverſe, with the ſame Le- 
gend, an Eagle and Enſign are fixed behind him, 
and there is the 8 C in the Exergue ; for this Dig- 
nity was confirmed to him by the Senate. Himſelf 


took the Name of Severus; and on one of his 


Coins, mentioned by Goltgius, is that of AukERLIus 
alſo.. On. the Reverſe of- his Denarius, where he 


ſtands with an Enſign 1 in one Hand, and a Manipu- 
lus in the other, we find him inveſted with the 


Titles of PONT IFex MA Nimus TRibunitie Poteſtatis 


COS; & PP Pater Patrice. And in the Frontiſ- 
piece, copied from his Medal of Gold, which calls 


him IMPerator Caeſan Marcus OPELius SEVerwus 


MACRINVS AVGuſtus, doing grateful Juſtice to 
the Fidelity of the Army, which had raiſed him to 


that envied Height; who on the Reverſe reſts her 
Foot upon a Caſque or Helmet, while ſhe holds 
faſt an Eagle and. an. Enſign, and is termed the 
FIDES MILITVM. On another Reverſe in Bronze, 
as on a Denarius likewiſe, we ſee. his Acknowledg- 
ments to Jupiter the Proſerver, who is figured ſtand- 
ing, with the Haſta pura in his left Hand, while the

For they 


Judged any Emperor preferable to the laſt. T hey 


_ conferred upon him, therefore, the uſual Honours, 


declared his Family Patrician, his Son Cxsar, and 
his Wife Noxia CkIs A, a Woman of nw Cha- | 
racter, AUGUSTA. 

The Parthian Monarch was now bee to 
the Roman Territories. To him MacklNus ſent 
Ambaſſadors, informing him of the Death of Ca- 


 RACALLA, to whom only the late Hoſtilities were to 
be imputed. But that Prince inſiſted upon the Re- 


xaration of all that had been demoliſhed, the Sur- 


render 
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Tanker of the Country as far as to the Euphrates, 
and the Indemnification of his Subjects. As theſe 
Terms could not be complied with, both Sides 
made Haſte to finiſh the Diſpute by the Sword, 
and the Paribas were ſuperior in two Encounters. 
Their King, however, who thought to have carried 
all before him, grew cooler from the Reſiſtance 
which he met with, ſo that a Peace was granted 


co, or rather purchaſed by, Maczinus ; for it coſt 


him an immenſe Sum to Artabanus and his prin- 
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Macrinys.

cipal Courtiers. Vet this was looked upon, and 


perhaps juſtly enough, as equivalent to a Victory. In 
Conſequence of it, the Surname of Paxrhicus, and 
a Triumph, were decreed to him. Hence on one of 
his Reverſes we have a Victory, ſeated upon an Heap 
of Arms, with a Shield reſting upon her Knee, and 
the Legend VICToria PARTHica PM TR P II 
PP 8 C; and his Triumph on another, which 
ſhews him in his quadrigated triumphal Car, with 
a Branch of Laurel in his Hand, and a Victory be- 


hind him, with a Palm-Branch in one Hand, and 


with the other placing a Wreath upon his Head; 
although Circumſtances did not admit of his U 
ing that Honour at Rome. . 

This done, he repaired to Auiodb, where tie 
made many excellent Regulations, but ſeems to 
have been ſomewhat too ſevere in the Puniſhment

vourable, to ſeveral who conſpired againſt himſelf, 
His great Failing was, that, being of mean Deſcent, 
he paid too little Regard to Perſons of Rank and 
Family, though of tranſcendent Worth; and pre- 
ferred chiefly ſuch as were of low Degree and

fore ſtruck, recording the Security and Felicity of the 


Times, Of the firſt Sort is the following, with his 


laureate Head, and IMP CAES M OPEL SEV 


MACRINVS AVG, having on the Reverſe a God- 


deſs, ſtanding, with the Hq//a pura, and reſting her 


left Arm upon a ſtanding Column. We have the 
ſame Figure upon another Reverſe, and there it 1s 


explained by the Legend SECYRITAS TEMPO- 
RVM. But on another, this imaginary Deity is 


crowned with the Diadem and enthroned. Of the 


latter Sort is that which bears the Figure of this 
Felicity, with the Haſta pura in het left, and the 


Caduceus in her right Hand, being named the F ELI- 
CIT AS TEMPORVM. But this luppoled Felicity 
and Security bred Danger; fat, in Deuter

Of this Spirit, Ms, 
the giſter of the late Emprefs JoIIA, took Advan- 
tage. Her Wealth, Experience, Addreſs, and In- 
trepidity, were all extraordinary. She now lived 
At Emd/a, in the Neighbburhood of 3 the; Camp, 
with her to Grandfoms, Avitus abqut foutteen 
Veurs old, and Alariauur about ten. Here was a 
a er,. Temple ofi the Sum, called in the Lan- 
guage of thb Country Blagabului to whom: the 
eldeſt of them was conſtituted Prieſt, He had a 
moſt graceful Perſon, and was viewed with much 
Regard by the Soldiers, who frequented the Tem- 
ple.

voured to confirm his Troops by a freſh: Largeſs. 
The young Man was now twelve Vears of Age, well 


made, of exquiſite Beauty, and a moſt engaging 
Aſpect. On the Reverſe before us, he appears as 


the Public Hope, holding out the Lilly in his right 


Hand, and tueking up his Robe with the left, as: 


mak ing Haſte to gratify the general Expectation. 


The Legend is SPES PVBLICA.. But alas I this 
was but decorating the Victim. For it was ſcarce 


done, before the Camp at Apumea declared alſo for 


Avitus; who, with this Acceſſion of Strength, | 
marched inſtantly for Antioch, and was met by 
Maczinus, - at the Head of the Prætorians. In 


this Action the Revolters were upon the Point of 
being defeated; but the Battle was quickly reſtored 
by the aſtoniſhing Courage of the young Auitus, 


and of his Mother and Grandmother, who ſhared the 
Danger, and by their Behaviour ſtrangely inſpirited 


the Troops. On this Turn, Mackixus was de- 


feated by his own T mm He turned his Horſe 
>: 60 1 and 
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and : fled ; 3 and his Forces, ſeeing themſelves. 4 Macaixya 


ſerted, and being courted at the ſame Time with 
large Promiſes, declared at length for Auitus. Ma- 
cRINUS and his Son, being ſoon after diſcovered, 
were put to Death, and their Heads preſented to 
the. Conqueror. From his Election by the Army, 
to this fatal Battle, was an Interval of one Year, 


two Months, and three Days. His Coins of the 


ſmaller Size are pretty common, but the larger very 


valuable, as are all thoſe of Diapumentanus. This 


Emperor has not had common Juſtice done him by 


his Biographer, Julius Capitolinus.

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on the ſeventh of June, and on the firſt of the next ELAGABALYS, 
Month he took upon him the Office and Dignity of 
Conſul. As ſuch he entered Micomedia, where he 
wintered, in his triumphal Habit, on the Day of 
the votive Games. His Arrival at Rome is cele- 
brated on, the Reverſe before zus, which ſhews him Pl. XL. 8, 
on Horſeback, pointing to the City, with AD- 
VENTVS AVGVSTI. 8 C. He had promiſed, and 
he kept his Word, entirely to forget what had 
paſſed at Rome before the Death of Macginus, 
where himſelf and his Family had been declared 
public Enemies. But he was not ſo favourable to 
thoſe, who in the Eaſt had ſcrupled to ſubmit at 
firſt to his Authority; : ſince, for this Reaſon, he 
had put to Death the Governors of Arabia, Syria, 
and Cyprus. The City of Tarſus, which had fided 
with Mackixus, was diveſted of its Honour as a 
Metropolis, and its Privileges were transferred to 
Anazarbus, as appears by a Reverſe of JuLta Con- 
NELIA Paula, one of the Wives of this Emperor. 
AvUGUsTUs. had been particularly favourable to this 
City, for which Reaſon the Inhabitants for ſome 
Time called it Dio. Ceſarea ; . and, to ſhew their 
Gratitude; impreſſed upon this Coin the Sign Ca- 
pricorn, with a Globe beneath it; which was the 
Device of Auguſtus himſelf, who thought that he 
was born under this Sign to the Government of the 
1 7 World. 
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World. The Legend, which has greatly perplexed 
the Medalliſts, is ANAZAPBEQN MHTPOTIToArwy 
AMK ; which Vaillant in one Place reads arx01 porn 


| Kaine, and renders Prima Sola Ciliciæ, as having 


the ſole Primacy of Cilicia: but this is not Me- 


_ Gallic Language, nor is the Word «raox any where 
uſed in this Senſe. But in his Epochs he ſeems to 


conſider it, not as an Initial, but as a Numerical, 
and reads it Prime; which is contrary to all Me- 
dallic Rule and Method. It is better, therefore, to 
concur with Triftan, and Patin after him, who read 
it AMayixzne Kiaumazez and fo it is the Coin f he 
Anazarbites, he Metropolitans of Cilicia Amanica. 


But there is a further Knot, which theſe two laſt 


Antiquarians have declared themſelves unable to 
untie. For in the Area are the Letters B, which 


Vaillant reads Peappart Benng, explaining it Senatds 


Conſulto, But I believe it will not be poſſible to 
bring one Inſtance, from the whole Treaſury of an- 
cient Coins, to juſtify this Reading. But if we 
will but allow the T' to be an L inverted, the Ex- 
planation then is ready, and it is the JO. Tear of 
the Emperor's Reign. 

He introduced the Worſhip « of his God at Rome, 
as is expreſſed on one of his Silver Coins, which 


exhibits the Deity, ſeemingly no other than a 


Globe or Diſc, or, according to ſome, a black Stone,

the other, like a Wedge, ſurrounded with Standards, 
in a quadrigated Car, with the Legend SANCTo 
DEO 80LI; and in the Exergue, ELAGABAL. 
The Deity thus denominated was the Sun, to which 
the Orientaliſts imputed the Creation of the World. 
Famblichus ſays of him, that eromoe reg otic, he 
made the Worlds; and on the Egyptian Obeliſc, 


interpreted by Ammianus, he is called the 6 xrigne 


rn ouνν§̃æc, Conditor Mundi. This agrees perfectly 
with the Name here given, which Herodian ſays 
is Phenician, and therefore muſt be the 522 N, Ei 
Gabal, Deus Creator; whence the Emperor himſelf 
came to be Ae ELAGABALUS; by which 
Name we ſhall henceforth ſpeak of him. Of this 
Deity he ordered himſelf to be confirmed the Prieſt 
by. a Decree of the Senate. In this Habit and 
Office we ſee him upon ſeveral of his Coins. In 
that before us, he is ſacrificing to this Luminary, 
which appears above the Arm that holds the Patera. 
The Reader is deſired to remark, that the Legend 
of. this i is PM TR P V COS IIII PP. His De- 
narius, which was ſtruck the Year before, has the 
fame Figure; except that, inſtead of the Herculean 
Club in the firſt, he bears 1 in this a Branch of Lau- 
rel in his left Hand. In another Denarius there is 
the ſame Figure, with a Bull at the Foot of the 
Vox.

zhaginians, which he ſent for on Purpoſe. For, 
pretending that his God wanted a Wife, he made 


Choice of this Mate for him, and made this fan- 
taſtic Marriage the Occaſion of exacting nuptial 


or dotal Contributions throughout all the Dominions 


of the Empire. 


Contributions he had On of; Gi his Extrava- 
gancies were unexampled. His Apparel was the 


richeſt that could be e er and loaded with 
Jewels, yet never twice put on. The Apparatus 


of his Table, and his Furniture in general, was 
pure Gold; and the former was commonly pre- 
ſented to his Gueſts at their Departure after Sup- 


per. Every Thing that appeared about him Was 


anſwerable to this; and Invention itſelf was racked 


to contrive the moſt chargeable and coftly Viands, 
not only for himſelf, but even for his Horſes, Dogs, 
and other Animals. It were tedious to relate the 


9 LT 1 ſeveral 
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ſeveral Particulars of his boundleſs Prodigality, and ELAGABALYS, 


hard to believe them, as 115 are rochunted at length 
by Lampridius. 

His Extravagancies of another Sort were equal 
to theſe. For he introduced his Grandmother into 
the Senate, had her Name inrolled as one of their 
Number, and ſhe aſſiſted at their Debates. She 


was declared AucGusTa, and Coins were ftruck of 


her, inſcribed IVLIA MAESA AVG; on the Re- 
verſe of which {he repreſents he Felicity of the Age, 
with a Caduceus in one Hand, and a Paterà in the 
other, with an Altar before her, the Legend being 
SAECVLIFELICITAS S C. On this, as on moſt 
of the Coins relating to him, the Sun appears in the 
Area. To do Honour to his Mother Sozm1as, he 


inſtituted a Senate of Women for her to prefide in, 


where the ſeveral Points of Faſhion, Equipage, and 
Ceremony, proper to the Ladies, were deliberated 


and ſettled. She appears on her Denarius, with 


the Title of IVLIA SOAEMIAS AVG; and on 
the Reverſe, in the Character of the VENVS 


CAELESTIS, ſtanding, with the Haſia pura in one 


Hand, a Globe in the other, and the Sun behind 


her. But on one of her Reverſes in Bronze, ſhe

His Cruelty was equal to that: of his pretended

Inſtruments of his Exaltation, for giving him good 


Advice, He is even faid to have uſed magical 
Arts, and offered human Sacrifices, employing 
Agents throughout ITzaly to pick up young Perſons 
for this diabolical Purpoſe. Yet he was not aſhamed 
to publiſh himſelf to the World as the Reſtorer of 
Liberty, by having Coins decreed to him, which re- 
preſent this Bleſſing under the Symbol of a Goddeſs, 
with the Haſta e i in one Hand, and. with the 
other

LIBERTAS AVGVSTI. The Sun is Been in the

But Luſt was the predominant Vice of ELAOA- 
BalUS, He not only frequented the public Stews, 
but made a Brothel of the Palace, in which he ap- 
peared publicly naked, acting the Strumpet, and 
with effeminate Voice inviting thoſe that paſſed; 


while his Mother played the Proſtitute in a different 


Part of it. The Hiſtorians commonly call him 


Sardanapalus; too good a Name for ſuch a Monſter. 


For the Afyrian Monarch only waſted his Time, 
like other Eaſtern Princes, amongſt his Women: 
but this polluted Wretch was the abandoned Pathic 


of his own vile Slaves. In Fact, he made himſelf to 


be called a Woman, was ſaluted by the Names of 
Lady and Queen, and as ſuch took an Huſband, 


| called Hierocles, a Slave and Chariot-Driver. This 


Fellow was in ſuch high Favour, that his Power 
was abſolute; and his Mother, who was but a 
Maid-Servant, was brought to Rome with a military 
Guard, and ranked among the Conſular Matrons. 
He determined even to make him Cæſar, maugre 
the Oppoſition of the Soldiers, and bitterly me- 
naced his Grand mother for thwarting him in this 


Project. By her, however, he was at length and

Alexianus; z 
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Aleriauus; which he pretended to do at the Infti- Fr.xcarys. 
gation of his God Eracazarus, who allo had 
charged him (as he ſaid) to give him the Name of 
Alexander. - But- afterwards, ſeeing the Eyes and 
Affections of all Men directed to the young Cæſar, 
he repented of this Adoption, and attempted his 
Deſtruction ſeveral Times, though not without 
Danger to himſelf; for he was exceedingly beloved 
by the Soldiers, and moſt carefully watched by his 
Mother. The Prætorians were ſo enraged, that 
they obliged him to deliver up moſt of his profli- 
gate Favourites; and were hardly induced to ſpare 
Hierocles, though he begged him off with many 
Prayers and Tears, offering them his own Throat, 
But till proceeding to practiſe againſt his Couſin, 
freſh Tumults aroſe ; and, when both of them were 
in the Camp together, broke out into actual Vio- 
lence between the two Parties. Moſt of his At- 
tendants were ſlain; and himſelf fled, with his 

Mother, to the filthieſt Part of the Camp for Safety, 
where they were both found, and ſlain together. 
Their dead Bodies were dragged naked through the 
Streets; and his own, with a Weight faſtened to it, 
was afterwards thrown into the Tiber. Dio Caſſius * 
gives him a Reign of only three Years, nine Months, 
and four Days, and is herein followed. by others. 
But is ifor _ that he was ſlain in the thirtieth

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ELAaCABALYS. Month of his Reign. But Herodian is nearer the 
Truth, when he gives him a Reign of ſix Vears; 
as ſome of his Coins are dated TR P V. He was 
a Devil, ſays Mr. Wulker, in the Shape of an Her- 
maphrodite, a Prodigy of Impiety, Villainy, Luſt, 
Debauchery, Gluttony, and Cruelty. His Coins

N the Death of ELAOABALus, the Soldiery and ALEXANDER 
Senate were unanimous in declaring ALEX= ch bois 
ANDER his Succeſſor. The Fathers, who conferred 

upon him at once all the Imperial Honours, would 

have dignified him alſo with the Surnames of 

AnToninus and Macnus, both which he refuſed ; 

the firſt, becauſe it had been fo polluted by that 

filthy Beaſt, as he called him, whom he ſucceeded; 

and the laſt, as by no Means worthy of it. He 

was content however to prefix to that of Al RXAN- 

DER the Names of Maxcus, AURELIUS, and Severus, 
which appear on one of his firſt Medals of Gold, Pl. XLy1. 2. 
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ALES AN SAX which has for its Reverſe Jupiter with the Haſta 
— — fura in his left Hand, his right graſping the 
Thunder, with PM TR P COS PP. For he was 

the late Emperor's Colleague in the Conſulate of 

this Year. His triumphant Paſſage from the Se- 

Pl. XLVI. 3. nate on this Occaſion forms alſo æ Reverſe in Gold, 
with the ſame Legend : for it repreſents him in 
his quadrigated Car, with the Haſta pura, and 

a Branch of Laurel, the Scepter and Eagle being 

only proper to Conquerors. Zoſimus obſerves of 

him, that, being yet a Youth, and of an excellent 
Diſpoſition, he ſo behaved that all Men conceived 
well-grounded Hopes of his Government; which 
were therefore made by the Senate the Device of 

ſome of his Coins, with IMP ALEXANDER 
PIVS AVG, and a Female Figure holding up a

The Tranquillity of the Time was alſo celebrated — 


by the Figure of Peace, with - the Olive-Branch in 


one Hand, and the Hafia pura in the other, entitled 


the PAX AVGVSTI S C; but ſhe is in quick Mo- 


tion, as not likely to ſtay long under a Prince who 
profeſſed to emulate the Glory of the Macedonian 
Hero, at the ſame Time that he condemned his 
Intemperance and Cruelty to his Friends. In Con- 
ſequence of this Profeſſion, he is figured like him 


on ſeveral of his Coins, ſometimes with his Head 


covered with an Helmet, and ſometimes with a 
Lion's Skin, as in the Frontiſpiece. But for the 
preſent, all his Diligence was neceſſary to reform 
the Evils which had crept into the Civil Govern- 
ment. Freedmen and Slaves, Buffoons and Eunuchs, 
Catamites and Gladiators, had of late Days en- 


groſſed all the Power and Honours of the Com- 


monwealth. Theſe were not only baniſhed the 
Court and City; but moſt of the Governors of 
Provinces, preferred by ELAGABALUs, were removed, 
and replaced by Perſons of Courage, Integrity, and 
Wiſdom. In the ſecond Year of his Reign, he 
married SulIcIA MEMMuIA, ſtiled on ee 
Aucus r, whoſe Father was of Conſular Rank:

Senators were always of this Council: and Lipian, 
the celebrated Civilian, was made Commander of 
the Prætorian Guards. 

Many ancient Buildings he reſtoxed, and founded 
many new, particularly the magnificent Baths, 
called by his Name, of Porphyry and Lacedemonian 
Marble: a Part of which appears on the Reverſe Pl.

At this 
Time Artaxerxes had reſtored the Perſſan Empire, 
and entered Me ſopotamia with an Army; but laying -

ſo weakened bya tedious and unſucceſsful Siege,

diers were ſo impatient, that they murdered their 
Commander Ulpian, even in the | Preſence of the 
Emperor, But Vengeance was ſpeedily taken for 
this Inſolence. Much Diſcontent alſo reigned in 
the Armies abroad. In the Eaſt great Numbers 
deſerted to the Perſian, after having ſlain Heracleo 
their General, They even attempted to ſet up 
another Emperor, who fled from them, and was 
drowned in the Euphrates. Another was: defeated 
and taken. And another, whom the Prætorians i in- 
tended to raiſe, made his Eſcape from them, and 
was not heard of afterwards. Theſe Diſtempers 
were only to be cured by Action, which ſome 
Troubles in Germany called for. At the ſame Time 
another Pretender to the Empire ſtarted up. This 
was Owvinius Camillus, a Senator of high Rank, 
whom the Emperor treated with unexampled Hu- 
manity. Inſtead of puniſhing, he careſſed, honour- 
ed, and profeſſed Obligations to him for intending 
to ſhare with him the weighty Buſineſs of the Em- 
pire ; allotted him a Part of the Palace, and his 
Guards, as his real Copartner. And now that an 
Expedition was neceſſary, he offered him the ſole 
Command, 
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Command, and on his Refuſal, requeſted his Aſ- 


ſiſtance. They began their March on Foot, but at 
the End of five Miles Camillus was tired, and un- 


able to proceed. At the Entreaty of Alx AN DER 


he mounted his Horſe, but bore not for more than 
two Days the Fatigue of this. A Chariot was then 
provided, but his Ambition was now cured. He 
reſigned his Pretenſions, and retired into the Coun- 
try unmoleſted. This Expedition was ſucceſsful; 
ſince in his third Conſulate, in which Dio Caſſius, 
the Hiſtorian, was his Colleague, we find him 
paſſing to the Capitol in his triumphal quadrigated 
Car.

The intrepid Emperor expoſed his Perſon to their 
Rage, and aſſured them of his fixed Reſolution to 
maintain, at all Events, the ancient Diſcipline. | 
ET heir repeated Clamours, and Menaces with, drawn 
Swords, 
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Swords, were. moſt violent and furious. If, ſaid AEX AN 
he, © ye are brave indeed, exert yourſelves —— 
1 againſt the Enemy.;.ye-cannot terrify me. Should 

ye kill me, ſingle as IJ am, ye cannot eſcape Ven- 

« geance, while there is a Commonwealth, a Senate, 
or a Roman People exiſting.” When, neverthe- 
leſs, the ſame horrible Outrage continued, he cried- 
out, with a Tone of Authority, Citizens, be gone, 

« and lay down your Arms.“ This acted like a 
Charm. They inſtantly threw down their Arms 
and. Uniforms, and retired to different Inns, inſtead 

of the Camp. They were, however, on the Inter- 
ceſſion of many, and their own Repentance, rein- 
ſtated before he ſet forward, and atoned for this 
Diſobedience by their future Fidelity and Bravery : - 
but their principal Officers were puniſhed with 
Death for their Negligence and Connivance. Ar- 
zaxerxes met him with a far more numerous Hoſt.

the Glory of this Tranſaction, and throughout this 
whole Reign hath ſhewn himſelf a partial Hiſtorian, 
from Prejudice to this moſt excellent Emperor. 

He now continued at Rome for ſome Time, cul- 
tivating the Arts of Peace. Amidſt other Regula- 
tions, that of the Finances was a principal Concern. 


And the Oeconomy of his Houſhold was ſuch, and 


he fo wiſely diſpoſed the Civil and Military Eſta- 
bliſhments, as to reduce the Taxes to a thirtieth Part 
of what was paid before. For they who paid ten 
Aurei under his Predeceſſor, now paid only the third 
Part of a ſingle one. But this was done gradually, 

Firſt of all Semi-Aurei were coined, and after that, 
when the Payment was reduced to a third Part of 
the Aureus, Pieces of that Value, called Tremiſſes, 
were ſtamped; the Emperor declaring that he would, 
if poſſible, bring it down to a Quarter-Piece. And 
ſuch indeed were coined by his Orders. But as 
the Exigencies of the State would not admit of any 


further Reduction, they were again melted down. 


The Aureus, or Solidus of Gold, was worth two 
Ounces of Silver. Six of them made an Qunce of 
Gold, and ſeventy-two a Pound of twelve Ounces.

His great 
Strength and Activity had recommended him to 
SzveRUs, The preſent Emperor at his Acceſſion 
had preferred him to the Command of a Legion. 
He was afterwards put over the Troops in Pannonia. 
For ſome Miſdemeanour in the Peran War he had 
been ſharply reproved by AlEXANDER; and his vin- 
dictive Spirit, ſtimulated by Ambition, induced 
him to engage a Body of his Pannonians, by large 
Promiſes, in a Conſpiracy againſt him. He was 
reſting in his Tent at Neon when the Conſpirators 
attacked the Guard. The Captains of the Guard,

He was impartial in the Adminiſtration of 
Fuſtice 3 and, in Caſes of Venality and Corruption, 
inexorable. His great Rule was, Do As vou would 
BB DONE BY 3.4 Præęept which he learned from his 
Mother Manna, whois ſuppoſed to have been a: 
Chriſtian, converted by. Origen, This Sentence was 
frequent i in his Mouth, inſcribed upon his Palace, 
and. other. public Buildings, and proclaimed aloud: 
when publie Puniſhments were inflicted. He had 
Thoughts of erecting a Temple to. CHRIST ;; but was. 
told, as from the Oracles, that then all would be- 
come Chriſtians, and the other Temples be deſerted: 
Every ſeventh Day, while in the City, he conſtantly- 
attended the religious Ceremonies at the Capitol. 
His Aviary was his principal Amuſement, which 
was a very large and curious Collection. Himſelf. 
and his Mother were very improperly charged with:

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ALEXANDER conttibuted to the Relief and Eaſe of the Public.”

For, without Regard of Dignity or 
Perſon, thoſe whom he diſliked, were crucified, .or 
thrown to the wild Beaſts, or ſewed up in Cattle 
newly ſlain. This was dane to force Reſpect from 


the Nobllity,; and, to .conceal the Meanneſs of his 


Origin, he put to Death all who could atteſt it, 


and with them his principal Benefactors. For there

ſumed upon his own Strength, and thought kimſelf 
fuperior to all Attempts upon his Perſon. ': He be- 
came the more outrageous. from a Confpiracy, real 
or pretended, fomented by one Magnus, a Perſon 
of Conſular Rank.

ſcious of it, to the Number of four thoufand, fuf- 
fered Death, without Accuſation, T rial, or Defence. 


The Oſroenian Archers alſo revolted, and choſe one 
Tycus, whom Herodian calls Quartinus, for their 
Emperor, whom Maximin had diſcharged from the 


Service; but he was ſlain by one of his own pre- 


tended Friends, who received Thanks for a while, 
and was afterwards put to Death for this treacherous 


Service. 

After this, entering Germany with all his Forces, 
he had ſeveral Engagements with the Enemy, whom 
he defeated as: often, and plundered, burned, and 
laid waſte the whole Country for three or four 


hundred Miles together, taking the Name of Gxk- 


MANICUS, which he gave alſo to his Son. This we 
ſee on the Frontiſpiece: and he had Reaſon for 
celebrating the Fidelity of his Soldiers on the Re- 
verſe of it. For, ſticking faſt in a Marſh with his 
Horſe, he had been ſlain by the Enemy, had not 
his own Troops reſcued him.

Perfidiouſneſs of the Africans, in a Fit of Grief 
and Deſpair hanged himſelf. He was upwards of 
fourſcore, of a ſanguine Aſpe& and full Habit, in 
Stature, Voice, and Carriage much reſembling Au- 
cus rus, and of Life and Manners irreproachable. 
He had a fine Poetical Talent, and celebrated in 
Verſe the Reigns of AnToxinus Pius and Maxcus 
AURELIUS, calling his Work the Antoniniad. He 
was poſſeſſed of a larger real Eſtate than any Man 
in the Empire. His Reign laſted five Weeks only. 
His Son fell in the forty-ſixth Year of his Age. 


His Father had given him the Surname of Ax roxI- 
us. His Genius alſo was brilliant, and he was 
well verſed in the Civil Law; of a generous and 


engaging Diſpoſition, but fond of Pleaſure ; a Lover 


of medicated Wines, but no great Eater, making 


ſhort Meals. He delighted much in Baths, and 
the Amænity of Groves and Gardens: was very de- 
licate in his Apparel, and was given to Women; 
for he kept a Seraglio of two-and-twenty, by every

proceeded. to Aquileia, Being now in Tialy, his 
Troops, which expected Plenty there, being diſap- 
pointed, began to murmur; and the more he en- 
deavoured by Severity to curb the Spirit of Diſ- 
content; the more it was exaſperated. The Gates 


of the City were ſhut againſt him, and the Walls 


covered with armed Men. They were headed by 
| Menophilus and Criſpinus, both of Conſular Rank, 
who encouraged the Inhabitants with Aſſurances of 
Victory from their Tutelar Deity, Belinus or Apollo. 
2 Attacks of the Enemy were violent; but they 
defended themſelves with Fire, Sulphur, and every 


miſchievous Device, uttering bitter Taunts againſt 


the Tyrant and his Son. As the Siege advanced 


ſlowly, the Rage of Maxiuix grew hot againſt his 


Officers; ſeveral of whom he put to Death. This 


aggravated the Diſtemper in his Army, which was 


now, through Scarcity of Proviſions, rather in the 
Condition of a Body beſieged, than beſieging. It 
was alſo bruited amongſt them, that the whole 
World was unanimous in its Diſaffection to Maxi- 
MIN. The Soldiers therefore, whoſe Families were 
at Albano, fearing for them and for themſelves, 
watching their Opportunity, ſlew both the Father 
5 and the Son, as they lay ſleeping in their Tents at 
Noon- 
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cordingly, when he came to Hemond, he found the PVD EN VS

pyrizuvs Noon-day ; : fixed their Heads upon Poles, and ex- 


poſed them to the View of the Apuileiant. Thus 
Maxiuix met with the Fate which he merited, after 
a Reign of little more than three Vears. But that 
of the Son was pitiable, an handſome and accom- 


pliſhed young Man, but whoſe good Qualities were 


ſomewhat obſcured by his Pride and Loftineſs., 


Preſently their Statues and Images were demolifhed, 


and their Captain of the Guards ſlain. The Heads 


were diſpatched to Rome, and the Soldiers, alter 
adoring the Images of Maximus, BaLBinus, and 


GokplAx, received within the Walls. Maxmus 


was then at Ravenna, making great Preparations for 


Action; but' hearing what had paſſed at Aquileia, L 
he ſent laureated Letters to Nome, which occaſioned 
incredible Joy. The Temples and Altars were 
thronged with People, returning Thanks to the 
Gods. BaLBinus, who uſed to tremble at the 
Name of Maximin, was ſo overjoyed, | that he of- 
fered an Hecatomb, and ordered a like Sacrifice in 
every City. His Reverſe is ſtill exiſting, with Ju- 
piter holding the Haſta pura in his left Hand, and 


graſping the Thunder in his right, inſcribed TOVI 


 CONSERVATORIS C. The deceafed Gornians 


were deified; Sabinus made Governor of the City; and 


Valens, the Uncle of Purxxus Maxnvs, Commander 


of the Prætorian Cohorts, Maximus himſelf, to 
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whom Crowns, Equeſtrian Statues, and a Victory Pyrixxvs 


were deereed, on his Artival at the Head of a 


numerous Body of Mavimin's Army, received the 


Compliments of the Senate; and then, with Bar- 
zIxus and GorD1an, retired to the Palace with in- 
finite Satisfaction. The Victory decreed to Maximus 
we find, however, on the Reverſes of both Em- 
perors, and entitled on each the VICTORIA AVGG 
S C. So the Congiary given on this Occaſion,

The Moderation of the two Emperors, in the 
Exerciſe of their Power, gave the higheſt Satisfac- 
tion to the People: but the Troops, which had 
ſubmitted and returned with Maximus, had ſtill 
their Diſcontents. They looked with an evil Eye 
upon Emperors, in whoſe Ele&ion they had no 
Share, and conſidered the general Acclamations as 
ſo many bitter Reflections on their own Conduct.

the Repreſentation, therefore, of the Capitoline 
Sports, while moſt of the Soldiers and Attendants

rebellious Soldiers, to avoid the Puniſhment due to 
their Demerits, and engage the Favour of a new 
Emperor, flew Marinus, and compelled Decius to 
aſſume the Purple. Such is the Account of Zoſimus, 
the Enemy of Philir, for his Affection to Chriſ- 
tianity, and the Admirer of Decius, for his violent 
Perſecution of it. Decius immediately collected all 
the Forces that he could, and marched againſt 
PEIIir, who, in the Action that enſued, was de- 

feated and ſlain. And the Prætorian Guards at 
Rome, with whom he had left his Son, receiving 
Intelligence of this, put an End to his Life alſo. 
Pairie was born at Bo/tra in Arabia, and is faid 
in his Youth to have been the Chief of one of their 
predatory Gangs, which was eſteemed a moſt ho- 
nourable Poſt in that Nation.

The Father was ſcarce more than ſix- 
and-forty Years old when he fell, after a Reign of 
between five and fix Years: and his Son was ſlain 
in the thirteenth Year of his Age. His Government 
had been ſo agreeable to the Senate, that, maugre 


the Offence which it might give to his Succeffor, 


they decreed to him and his Son the Compliment 


of Deification. This is evident, from a Silver 
Medal, which has on one Side his Head, with a 
_ radiated Crown, and IMP PHILIPPVS AVG; and 
for the Reverſe an Elephant, with his Rider, and 
the Legend AETERNITAS AVGG. We muſt 
not diſmiſs this Reign, without taking Notice of a 


curious Medallion, which has given Occaſion to a 
particular Treatiſe, written in Vindication of it, 
being conſidered by the Author, Mr. Bryant, as a 
traditional Evidence of the Moſaic Flood. On the 


Face of it is the laureate Head of the Emperor 
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Phil, with AT Tarparug Koauoxp OY Ag ÞIAITITIOC Purity, 


ATTacoc, Imperator Julius Philippus Auguſtus. For 
the Reverſe we ſee an Ark upon the Waters, con- 
taining two Perſons, a Man and a Woman, the 
latter being veiled. The ſame Perſons are alſo re- 
preſented as being juſt landed, and with uplifted 
Hands witneſſing ſome extraordinary Emotion. On 
the Roof of the Ark ſits a Dove, and another is in 
the Air, upon the Wing, with a Branch in its Bill, 
In the Front of the Ark, and under the Man, are 
the Letters Ne. The Legend is EIT: Mapze 
AVP.  AAEZANAPOV B APXIepzws ATTAMEQN, 
Sub Marco Aurelio Alexandro iterum Archiſacerdote 


 Apamenſium. A Reverſe of SzeTiMIUs SEvERUs has

The firſt Year of this Reign was, pas rich a 
molt unmerciful Perſecution of the Chriſtians, i in 
which the Biſhops of Rome, Antioch, and Jeruſalem, 

| ſuffered: Martyrdom: in the Heat of which, the 

| Goths and the Carpi invaded. the Lower, Meſs 2 
Againſt them the Emperor's eldeſt Son marched 

with a powerful Army, and gained ſome Advantages 
at firſt, but ſoon after received a moſt dreadful 
Overthrow, himſelf hardly eſcaping. The Barba- 
rians were encouraged and ſupported by Parscus, 
who aſſumed the Purple in Macedonia. This brought 
the Emperor into the Field in Perſon ; and at this 
Time probably he conferred upon his Son the 77i- 
bunitial Power. For a Coin is ſpoken of by Goltzius, 
inſcribed IMP CAE Q HER ETR MESS DECIVS 
AVG. Paiscus, who was the Brother of the late

may believe his Panegyriſt Zoſimus, defeated the 


Enemy in ſeveral Engagements, and recovered all 
the Plunder ; but, being determined to deſtroy them 
utterly, he cut off their Retroat, and made them 
deſperate: ſo that, being forced to A deciſive Bat- 
tle, and knowing that their Lives depended upon 
the Iflue, they exerted themſelves aſtoniſhingly, 
and gave the Romans an entire Defeat. The Em- 
peror, with his eldeſt and two youngeſt Sons, was 
ſlain : and to this fatal Event his Succeſſor Gaius is 
ſaid to have contributed not a little by his Treache- 
ry. Be that as it will, he was honoured with an 
Apotheoſis by the Senate: for one of his Coins is 
inſcribed DIVO DECIO AVG. He reigned little 
more than two Years, and was near ſixty when he

Gallus made Peace with the Goths, and even 
ſuffered them to retire with their Booty and Priſo- 
ners of Rank, promiſing withal an annual Stipend, 
if they kept the Peace. For this he is cenſured, pro- 
bably without Reaſon; for, conſidering the Weak- 
| neſs of the Empire, from the Loſs of two ſuch con- 
fiderable Armies as had been lately cut off by the 
fame Enemy, it ſeems to have been neceſſary for 
him to cloſe with ſuch Terms as could be obtained. 
To add to the public Calamity, the late Edict 
againſt the Chriſtians was enforced with all Severity; 
and the Plague raged with unremitting Violence. 
The common Wiſh that it might ceaſe is expreſſed 
on his Denarius; on the Reverſe of which is the PL LI. 1.

All the Senſe that 
Gallus entertained of theſe Invaſions was expreſſed 
in the Reſtitution of the Temple of Mars at Nome, 
which forms one of his Reverſes, with. the Legend 


DEO MARTI. But Aemilianus, Governor of Moe- 
ia, collecting what Strength he could, ventured a 


Battle, obtained a Victory, and cleared his Province 
of the Enemy. He was in Conſequence proclaimed 


AveusTus by the Troops, and inſtantly marched 
for Traly, The Emperor, adviſed of this, gave Di- 
rections for the Gallic and German Legions, under 


the Command of Valerian, to move to his Aſſiſt- 
ance. But Aemilianus advanced too haſtily to ad- 


mit of it. The two Emperors, therefore, with all 


the Power they could aſſemble, met him at no great 
Diſtance from Nome. But their Troops, obſerving 


their own Inferiority, prevented a Defeat by ſlay ing 


their own Emperors, and joining Aemilianus.

But this was followed by the greateſt Diſhonour 
which, ſince the Misfortune of Craſſus, had befallen 
the Roman Empire; ; for, either led into an ini- 
quitous Situation, by the treacherous Advice of 
Macrianus, he was defeated and taken Captive (for 
the Story is differently told) or, in the Midſt of a 
Conference with Sapor, he was perfidiouſſy carried 
off, and detained a Priſoner. 


What was the Behaviour of GalLIENUS on this 


Gatto ? Did he inſtantly diſpatch Ambaſſadors 


to treat of - a Ranſom for his Father ? Or did he 


ſummon the whole Power of the Empire to his 
Reſcue? Neither of theſe. His Father's Cenſorial 
Authority had been irkſome to him; and he was 
well pleaſed on theſe Terms to be rid of ſuch a 
Monitor. Abſorbed in Luxury and Diſſipation, he 
gave himſelf no Concern about it, nor made the 
leaſt Proviſion for the Defence of that Quarter: 
while the barbarous Nations, who deſpiſed his 
thoughtleſs and diſſolute Life, encouraged by this 
Event, broke in on every Side. He was in Gaul 
when he received the News of his Father's Cap- 
tivity. Other Tidings arriving at the ſame Time, 
obliged him to haſten his March homewards. For 


nn. . the 
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GALLIENVS. the Germans from Rhetia had paſſed the Mountains, 
and were advancing towards Rome; but now hear- 
ing of his Return to Italy, they judged it Prudence 
to retire, With the Goths and Sarmatians, who 
had paſſed the Danube, Regillianus, Governor of 
Tllyricum, had ſeveral Engagements in one Day ; J 
and was buſied in the Purſuit of them, when In- 
gennuus, who commanded in Pannonia, was pro- 
claimed Emperor by the Troops there. He was a 
General of eſtabliſhed military Character; yet was 
defeated by GALLIENUS; and, after the Action, 
either put an End to his own Life, or was flain, by 
his own Soldiers. Some Coins of him are men · 
tioned, with IMP C INGENNVVS AVG; others 
with IMP C Decimus INGENNVVS P F AVG; 
and others with IMP C D LAELzs IN GEN NVVS 
PF AVG. GalLLIZNUs uſed his Victory with great 
Cruelty, ordering a general Maſſacre of the Males 
in Mogfia, who had eſpouſed the Intereſt of Ingen- 
nuus. On which the Malecontents proclaimed Re- 
gillianus ; but ſoon after, repenting of what they

deſirous of extending his Authority, ſent Po, with 


what he thought a ſufficient Number of Forces. 
But Piſo, finding himſelf too weak to cope with 


him, took up his Quarters in Theſſaly, where he 
alſo aſſumed the Titles of AVGVSTVS and THES- 
SALICVS, and where he was ſoon after ſlain by 
the Emiſſaries of Falens; who ſhortly after under- 


went the ſame Fate himſelf,” from his own Officers.

The next Year, while Oldcorhuey Wing eben 
in Agenden paſſed the Tigris, and laid Siege to 


Cre fipbon, the Capital of Sapor, Macrianus and 


his eldeſt Son marched againſt GalLIENus; and, 
having croſſed the Helleſpont, were encountered in 
Ihricum by Domitian,” the Lieutenant of Aureolus, 


by whom they were defeated and ſlain. Odenathus, 


on this Event, immediately declared for GaLtiznvus, 
and beſieged Qietus and Balifta, in the City of 
Emeſa. But the Inhabitants, to make their Peace, 

cut off the Head of Quietus; and, throwing it over 
the Walls, ſurrendered. This is ſaid to have been 
done by the Advice of - Bali, who therefore re- 
ceived his Pardon; and, continuing there with the 
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Troops, was by them ſoon afterwards declared 


Abus rus. This produced a dreadful Slaughter of 
the Inhabitants, Who were backward to admit his 
Title.

The Scythians invaded Apa afreſh, deſtroyed ſeveral 


Cities in Bizhynia, and ſacked. and burned the 
Capital. A Body of them plundered the Temple 
of Diana, at Epheſus. A Sort of Servile War was 


kindled in Sicily, by a numerous Body of Banditti, 
who were with Difficulty ſuppreſſed. A moſt 
dreadful Earthquake, and Darkneſs which conti- 


| nued for many Days, heightened the general Dread. 


Subterraneous Thunders were heard; and: many 
Buildings, with their Inhabitants, were ſwallowed 
up. Many Perſons died through Fear. But the 
Calamity was more terrible in Afa. The Shock 
was felt in Rome, and even. in Lybia. The Sea 
overwhelmed many Cities, and the Plague made: 
dreadful Ravages. The Sibylline Books were in- 
ſpected, and a Sacrifice decreed: to Jupiter the Salu- 
tary. The Gotbs, occupying Thrace, laid waſte: 


Macedonia, and beſieged Theſſalonica; and Aemilia- 


nus, who commanded in Egypt, uſurped the Im- 
perial Purple, ſeizing upon the Granaries.

Activity and Bravery, equal in Valour to TRAJAN, 
to ANTONINUS in Clemeney, in Gravity to NRRvA, 
in Oeconomy to VESSYATIAx, in Diſcipline to Pzr- 
TIN AX or SEVERUS. | But theſe Excellencies were all 
corrupted by his immoderate Love of Women, 


which coſt him his Life at laſt. This War was car- 


xied on with various Fortune, and drawn out to a 
conſiderable Length. In the preſent Campaign 
Poſtumus was, ſuperior in the firſt Encounter, and 
GALLIENUS in the ſecond, but it was not deciſive. 
The Behaviour of GaiLizEnus at Byzantium, whi- 
ther he marched in the following Year, and which 
| ſhould rather redound to his Praiſe, is by moſt 
Hiſtorians turned to his Diſcredit, But the Fact 
was, even according to Trebe/livs Pollio, that the 


Soldiers of 'GaLtzznus, in Garriſon there, had 


ſacked the Place, and utterly deſtroyed the Inha- 
bitants; that he went thither to avenge the Cauſe 
of Keb Bacall, and, not expecting otherwiſe to 
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Gatirenys, be received within the Walls, promiſed Pardon to

the Soldiers, whom, on his Admiſſion the next 


Day, he ſurrounded and put to the Sword contrary 


to his Engagement. This done, he returned haſtily 
to Rome, and celebrated the Concluſion of his firſt 
Decennium,; and the Entrance of his ſecond, with 
extraordinary Pomp and Magnificenee. N 

At this Time another Commander, by Name 
Saturninus, uſurped the Imperial Honours, which 


he maintained with Dignity for ſome Time, and 


was then flain by thoſe who raiſed” him. Goltzius 
takes Notice of one Coin of him, with the Title 
IMP C SEXzins IVLius SATVRNINVS AVG. 


This was in Egypt. But Trebelliunus did the like 
in Iſauria. On his Coins he is complimented with

The fame 
Year CRNSORINus, a Man of high Quality, who had 


gone through all the great Offices of State, and 


was now far gone in Years, and very lame from a 
Wound which he had received in VALERIAN's Per ſan 
War, and lived peaceably in his Country-houſe, 
was proclaimed Emperor by fome of the Troops in 
Ttaly; but being a ſtrict Commander, and ſuffering 
no Relaxation from the ancient. Diſcipline, he was 


preſently deſtroyed by the ſame Hands that raiſed |

But theſe Pretences could laſt but a little while; 
for the Goths were now in Motion, and obliged 


him to take the Field in Perſon. On the Side of 


Thrace, they were oppoſed with good Succeſs by 
Cleodemus and Atbenæus. Their Fleet alſo was de- 
feated by Veneriamus, though himſelf periſhed in 


the Engagement. Vet they afterwards plundered 


Cyzicus, and the proper Ala, and then landed in 
Achaia, where they were again defeated by the 


Athenians, under Dexippus the Hiſtorian, The 


Remnant made their Way through Epirus, Acarna- 
nia, and Beotia, and in I/lyricum were encountered 
by GarLitxnus, who cut many of them 1 in Pieces, 
and took their Leader captive. 

While he was thus employed, Aureolus marched 
towards Rome, intending to make himſelf ſole Em- 
peror; ſo that Gal LIENUs, leaving the Purſuit of 


the Barbarians to the Care of Martianus, haſtened

Diana in her Hand. Coming to a Battle with Au- Giizvvs. 
reolus, he defeated him, and forced him to ſhut W 
himſelf up in Milan, where he beſieged him. Du- 
ring this Siege, his principal Commanders, Mar- 
tianus, Heraclianus, Cecrops, Aureliam, and Clau- 
dius, who ſucceeded him, entered into a Conſpiracy 
for his Deſtruction ; to accompliſh which they gave 
him the falſe Alarm of an Eruption made by the 
Enemy about Midnight, He immediately mounted 
his Horſe, and, iſſuing out unarmed, and without 
his Guards, was mortally wounded by Cecrops. His 
Son and Brothers were flain at the ſame Time. 
Finding his End to be near, he ordered the In- 
ſignia of the Imperial Dignity to be carried to 
Claudius, as moſt worthy to ſucceed him ; who, in 
Return, protected his remaining Friends and Re- 
lations; and did him the Honour of a Conſecra- 
tion. On a Greek Coin, ſtruck by the Citizens of Pl. LIV. 17. 
Pruſa, on the River Hypins, and bearing on one 
Side his laureate Head, and on the other the plain 
Head of his Brother VALERIAN, he is called HOY. 
AIK. IFNA. TAAAIHNOC, Publius Licinius Ignatius

a Creſcent, with CAAwywva XPYCOFONH CC Bahn; 
the Reverſe a Diana, the Coin aving been ſtruck 
by the Epheſi fans. The Inſcription of the other is 
CAN XPYCOFONH, and was ſtruck by the 
Sardians ; having the Genius of their City, turrited 
and enthroned, for the Reverſe, The firſt of theſe 
was already thrown into a Brazier's melting Pot, 
when Patin redeemed it; who warmly congratu- 
lates himſelf on his good Fortune in the Recovery 
of it. There is a Veſta alſo for the Reverſe of the 
Denarius of CORNELIA SVPERA ANGaſta, the 
Wife of his Brother VALERIx. 

From the diſregarded Captivity of his Father, 


and the many Tyrants that ſtarted up in his Time, 


Hiſtorians have taken Occaſion to blacken the Me- 
mory of GaLLIENUS very deeply. Yet there have 


been many Emperors incomparably worſe, who 


have been better ſpoken of. His Coolneſs upon

criminal, and baſely diſnonourable. But this was GalLienvs. 


but one Inſtance of that ſtrange Indifference which 
hel ſhewed in all Caſes, which did not immediately 

concern his Life and very Being as an Emperor. 

Thus, when told of the Revolt of Egypt, What 
<< then,” faid he, can we not live without the 

Linen of Egypt So when informed of the De- 

ſolation of Aſa, by Enemies and Earthquakes, 

Well,“ he{cried, “we can do without Saltpetre.“ 

This was a Proof of: his being deeply plunged in 
Senſualities: ſince he was neither ſtupid, nor pu- 

ſillanimous; for he was a Maſter of Elocution, a 

good Poet, and verſed in all the fine Arts. Pollio, 

to evince the Brilliancy of his Genius, ſays, that 

when he married his Couſins, and the moſt eminent 

Greek and Latin Poets of the Age ſpoke their ſeve- 

ral Epithalamia, his own extemporaneous Lines 

exceeded all their laboured Compoſitions. For, 

taking the young Princes 15 the Hands, he thus 
addreſſed them: |

But they were only 
Flaſhes of Valour; and he was eager to return to 
the Life of Pleaſure and Diſſipation, which he in- 
ordinately affected. It was this indolent Diſpoſi- 
tion which gave Occaſion for the many Uſurpations 
which diſgraced his Reign, as well as to the re- 
1 peated Incurſions of the prædatory Barbarians. He

N the Death of Gaius, the Army was in Cuavorys, 
Flame, calling for Vengeance; and was with 
Difficulty appeaſed by. the Officers, on the Diſtri- 
| bution of twenty Pieces of Gold to each Man; for 
the late Emperor always carried a great Treaſure 
with him. The Commotion being over, they pro- 
claimed Craupius Emperor, who immediately 
wrote an Account of what paſſed to the Senate; 
which, with much Chearfulneſs, confirmed the 
Election. His Character was worthy of it; for, if 
we may believe his Hiſtorian Po/lio, his Panegyriſt 
rather, all the Virtues and great Qualities of all the 
ancient Heroes of Rome were united in him. He

bags GoRDIAN, begotten, according to Viclor, upon a 
Dalmatian Lady, by the young Emperor, juſt be- 

fore his Marriage, by Way of Inſtruction and Ex- 

periment.

His Gravity, Probity, 

and Chaſtity were exemplary. He was an hearty 

Feeder, but drank little Wine. His Perſon was 

tall, his Eyes ſparkling, and his Countenance full 

and broad. He had ſuch Strength in his Fingers, 

that with a ſingle Blow he would beat out the 

Teeth of Horſes or Mules. His Feats of this Sort, 

in the Exerciſes of the Camp, had been ſuch as 

deſerved now to be recorded on his Coins, by the 

Pl.

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The proper Diſpoſitions were now made for the —— 
Depeeſſian of Aureolus; who came to an Engage- 
ment in the open Field, was defeated, taken Pri- 
ſoner, and ſlain; though Zoſimus ſays that he 
ſubmitted, and was flain by the Soldiers around 
CLaupius; and Victor, that he fell by his own 
Men. However that be, his Troops joined Crav- 
DIUS 3} who, with that Reinforcement, fell upon 
the Alemans, who had entered Italy, near the Lake 
Benacus, whom he routed, with ſuch Slaughter 
that ſcarce one Half of them ſurvived the Carnage. 
For which Reaſon we meet, on ſome of his Coins, 
with the Surname of GERMANICVS. 

The next Year he was Conſul the ſecond. Time 
with Ovinius Paternus. And now it was that the 
Goths or Scythians, with the Heruli, the Peuceni, 
the Virtingui, Sigipedes, and many other Nations, 
inſtigated by thoſe who had eſcaped: the Sword of 
GALLIENUs, aſſembled on the Banks of the Bras, 
to the Number of three hundred and twenty thou- 
ſand Men. They had provided for their Expedition 
two thouſand, Zoſimus ſays ſix thouſand, Veſſels. 
With theſe they entered the Euxine Sea; and, after 
attempting Tomos and Marcianopolis in vain, pro- 
ceeded with a fair Wind to the Streights of Pro- 
fontir, where the Rapidity of the Stream drove their 
Veſſels foul upon one another, ſo that ſome were 
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Clavvivs. ſunk, and others driven on Shore, to their great 
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Loſs. Sailing on, however, and refitting under 
Mount Azhos, they put to Sea again; and landing, 


laid Siege to Caſſandria and Theſſalonica. But hear- 


ing that the Emperor was advancing againſt them, 
they marched further inland, and plundered the 
Territory of Doberus and Pelagonia. Here the 
Dalmatian Cavalry cut off three thouſand of them. 
Engaging the Emperor, their Numbers. obliged the 
Romans to retreat; who nevertheleſs, coming upon 


them afterwards by Surprize, and through unknown 


Ways, deſtroyed no fewer than fifty thouſand of 


them. One. Body, failing by Theſſaly, and round 
| Greece, laid waſte the maritime Coaſts, and carried 
off the People from the open Country; but could 


make no Impreſſion upon any fortified Place. 

While the Scythians, thus diſperſed, were moul- 
dering away, Zenobia ſent her Generals, Zabdas and 
N IIEs to invade Egypt, at the Head of ſeventy 


thouſand Men. They deſeated the Egyptian Army, 


which was fifty thouſand ſtrong, and took Poſſeſſion 
of the Country, leaving behind them a Body of 
five thouſand Men to ſecure their Conqueſt. Theſe 


were ſoon after defeated by Probus, to whom the 


Emperor had given the Charge of clearing the Sea 
of Pirates, with his own Forces, and ſuch Egyptians 
as continued firm to the Roman Intereſt; and who, 

after 
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after his Victory, intrenched himſelf on an Emi— Cravpiys. 


nence near Babylon, in order to cut off their Re- 
treat. But Timagenes, who was himſelf an Egyptian, 
and perfectly acquainted with the Country, came 
upon him unexpectedly, with two thouſand Palmy- 
renians, and put his little Army to the Rout. Pro- 
bus himſelf was taken, and put an End to his own 
Life. 

| Meantime the conquered Scythians, fortifying 
themſelves with their Chain of Carriages, marched 
for Macedonia in: melancholy Plight, Numbers of 
them periſhing for Want of Proviſions; and the 
Roman Cavalry coming up with them, and deſtroy- 
ing many more,. forced them to turn: towards Mount 
Hæmus. Here they were ſurrounded, and ſuffered 
no ſmall Loſs. But the Ronan Cavalry and Infantry. 
diſagreeing, through Jealouſy of each other, they 
gained a confiderable Advantage over the latter, 
though the Damage was preſently repaired by the 
former, who flew to their Relief: ſo that, not being 
able to proceed, and the Plague breaking out 
amongſt them, many ſurrendered, and many more 
were diſpoſed of by Diſeaſe, Famine, and the 
Sword. Thoſe at Sea, after circumnavigating the 
Iſlands of Crete and Rhodes, retired. as well as they 
could, without doing any thing worthy of Record.

TORIA (one of which is in the Pane Col- 


lection, but ſo badly executed, that it would diſ- 
grace the Plate) and with the Surname of Gorhicus, 


by which this Emperor is commonly diſtinguiſhed. 


His own Protection, amidſt theſe Dangers, he 


aſcribes, on ſome of his Coins, to Hercules and 


Veſta (as we conceive); there being, over the for- 
mer, CONSExvatori, and over the latter, COsſer- 
vatori AVGufti : on others, to the Queen of Heaven, 
diſtinguiſhed by her Peacock, and the Legend IVNO 
REGINA. This Device we have ſeen already, 


forming a Reverſe of MANLIA ScanTILLA; but it 


will be difficult to find it on the Coin of any other 


Emperor. The Spoil recovered from theſe vagrant 


Armies was immenſe, inſomuch that Pollio ſays he 


did not only provide for the Security of the Com- 


monwealth, but overloaded. it with Opulence, opþu- 
lentiæ nimictate donavit, Hence we cannot wonder 
that Abundantia or Plenty ſhould appear upon his 


Coins on this Occaſion, with her double Cornucopiæ. 


The ſhort Remainder of his Reign was employed 
to the great Advantage of the Empire, regulating 
Abuſes, and enacting wholeſome Laws. His Equity 
is therefore, with Propriety, enthroned on the Re- 
verſe before us, with her Cornucopiæ in one Hand, 
and her even Scales, or Balance, in the other. 
Amidſt other Cares, the Coinage merited his Re-

gard. This we judge from one of his Reverſes, CLavpivs. 
inſcribed REGI ARTIS, meaning J ulcan, who is Pl. LV. 15. 
figured with his Hammer and Forceps, the Inſtru- 
ments principally made Uſe of in that Buſineſs. 
On the fourth of February, of the next Year, 
which was the third of his Reign, he died, accord- 
ing to ſome, of the Plague, at S$irmium, much 
lamented ; according to others, he was {lain in a 
Mutiny of the Soldiers; but, as others ſay, he had 
daeevoted himſelf, as the Decii did, to enſure Succeſs 
to the Roman Arms. It is not ſtrange that one of this 
Turn ſhould perſecute the CHriſtians for being ſuch. 
| We have ſeveral Medals of his Conſecration ; one 
with his radiated Head, and DIVO CLAVDIO, 
with the Reverſe inſcribed IOVI CONSERVA- Pl. LV. 6. 
TORI, who is figured ſtanding, with the Haſta 
pura in his left Hand, and the Thunder in his 
right; others with an Altar blazing, and the Word 
CONSECRAT IO; and others with an Eagle, and Pl. LV. 17. 
the ſame Legend. He died Childleſs, but left behind : 
him two Brothers, Quintillus, who ſucceeded him, 
and Criſpus, the Father of Claudia, who was mar- 
ried to Eutropius, by whom ſhe became the Mother 
of Conſtantius Ceſar. He had alſo Siſters, one of 
whom was called Conſtantina. And this is the firſt 
Mention that we find made of the Name. A Golden 
; bens, with his Image engraven on it, was placed

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Cravprys: s. in the Senate-Houſe, as a Memorial of him ; as 


was his Statue of Gold, ten Feet high, near that of 
Fupiter, in the Capitol; and another of Silver, 
weighing fifteen hundred Pounds, in the Forum. 
We have only to add, that neither was GaLLIENus, 
as Spanbeim aſſerts, nor CLabplus, as others, the 
laſt on whoſe Coins the Titles of Pontifex Maximus, 
and the Tribunitial Power, are recorded.

in his Election. His Denarius bears his Head ra- 
diated, with IMP C M AVREL QVIN TILLVS;

RE Duci, who appears ſtanding, with her uſual At- 


tributes. But a Victory, in ſo ſhort a Reign, was 


ſcarce to be expected. Vet ſuch we have, with her 


Wreath and Palm-Branch, denominated the VIC- 
TORIA AVGu/fi. A Body of the Gorhs or 
Scythians, who had ſeparated from the reſt, in their 


Way home plundered Anchialus in Thrace, and made 
an Attempt upon Vicopolis in Maſia, but were de- 
feated by the Provincial Troops. This was the 

Victory here celebrated : and this was the only me-

\HE Services of AUrELIAan to the Empire had 
been very eminent.

QuinTiLLUs: The Reverſe, which celebrates his 
Arrival, ſhews two Enemies proſtrate beneath his 
Horſe's. Feet, with ADVENTVS AVG. The 
Name of his Empreſs was SEVERIN A. As ſuch, the 
IVNO REGINA makes one of her Reverſes. She

At Placentia he came up 
with, and attacked, them again; but was rudely 


received, and repulſed: after which they laid waſte 


the Milaneſe. But receiving a ſtrong Reinforce- 


ment, he once more tried his Fortune with them at 


Fano, where. they were totally defeated. He pur- 
ſued the Fugitives back to Placentia, and cut Num- 
bers of them in Pieces there. The Remainder were 
put to the Sword in the Neighbourhood of Pavia. 


On this Occaſion Rome ſeated, in the Habit of 


Minerva, and the Emperor, who preſents a Yifory 
to her, with the Legend ROMAE AETERNAE, 
ſeem to congratulate each other on the Reverſe be- 
fore us. He had no ſooner compleated this im- 
portant Buſineſs, than he found himſelf obliged to 
march againſt the Vandal, who had paſſed the 
Danube; whom he conſtrained to deliver up Hoſ- 
tages for their peaceable Behaviour, and a Part of 
their Youth to be incorporated in the Roman Army, 
Theſe great Atchievements were owing to the un- 
relaxing Severity of his military Diſcipline ; on 
which Account * merited the Title of REST I-

Legend the Reader will remark the ancient Ula 
of the Genitive Exerciti. 

But his Cruelty on his Return ſtained the Luſtre 
of his military Glory: for he did not only reform 
Abuſes with the neceſſary Severity, but put to 

Death Perſons of the higheſt Quality, on very in- 
ſufficient Teſtimony. At this Time, with the Ad- 
vice of the Senate, he enlarged the Walls of the 

City, inclofing a Compaſs of near fifty Miles. But 

this vaſt Undertaking was not finiſhed till ſome

His next Expedition was aimed at Zenobia, who 
had hitherto maintained her Sovereignty in the 

Eaſt, extending her Empire even to the Helleſpont; 
her two Sons, Herenianus and Timolaus, all this 

while bearing the Title of Emperors ; for on ſome

 Imperator Ceſar Herenianus Auguſtus. Anno ſecundo: |

chery of Heraclammon, one of its wealthieſt Inha- 1 
bitants, he gave the Soldiers a Commiſſion to kill [i 
every Dog within it. And the Humour of the . 3 N 
Thing ſo pleaſed them, that they did not regret the a 


Loſs of their expected Plunder. But the Traitor 
 Heraclammon received his proper Reward, being 
the only Perſon that ſuffered Death. Marching on, 

he had a ſhort Skirmiſh at Daphne ; after which; 

Antioch ſubmitted, on a Promiſe of Impunity. 
At Emeſa, he came to a pitched Battle with the 
Palmyrenians, whom he defeated, This done, he 

inſtantly paid his Vows to the Deity of the Place, 

to whom he aſcribed his Victory, and whoſe Temple 

he honoured with magnificent Preſents. On tlie 
Way to Palmyra, his Troops ſuffered much from ö

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AVRELIAN. the frequent Attacks of the Syrian Banditti, On 


his Arrival, he laid Siege to the City, which was 
gallantly defended. At length, wearied with the 
Tediouſneſs of it, he offered Terms to Zenobia, who 
anſwered him arrogantly. Her Anſwer was penned 
by the famous Longinus, and it coſt him his Life. 
In it ſhe reminded him of the Loſſes which he had 
already ſuſtained, and of the mighty Succours ex- 


pected by her from the Perfians, Saracens, and Ar- 


menians. This irritated AURELIAN, who! puſhed the 
Siege with extraordinary Vigour., He intercepted 
the Perſian Auxiliaries ; and had the Addreſs, by 
Menaces, Perſuaſion, ad Rewards, to draw over 
the Faracenic and Armenian | Succours. 80 that 
Zenobia, ſeeing her Affairs deſperate, left the City 

privately, and fled, mounted on a Dromedary, to- 
wards Pera; but was taken by the Roman Horſe 
ſent in Purſuit of her, on the Bank of the Euphrates, 
and brought to AuRBLIAN. Her principal Miniſters 
and Adviſers were put to Death by him, and her 
Secretary Louginus amongſt the reſt. When he 
alked her, © how ſhe had dared to inſult the Ro- 
{© nan Emperors? You (aid ſhe) my Con- 
4“ queror I e to be an Emperor; but 
00 Gallienus, areal, and the reſt; I never looked 


upon as ſuch.“ On the Surrender of the City, 


AURELIAN leſt Sena in it, with ſix hundred

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Archers, and marched back to Europe. Repaſſing Ava Y 


the Helleſpont, he ſubdued the Carpi, who had 
broken into Thrace, and ſettled a Part of them on 


the Roman Side of the Danube, as DioclLEsLIAN did 


the reſt afterwards. 


Information was now brought to him, that che 


Palep reset had put Sandarion and his Garriſon to 
the Sword, and ſet up one Achilleus, whom Lofimus 
calls Antiochus, a Kinſman of Zenobia, for Em- 


peror. Inſtantly he turned back in a Rage, and by 
haſty Marches came again to the Place, which he 


deſtroyed with extreme Cruelty. For the Soldiers 
ſpared neither the Aged and Infirm, nor the Women 


and Children, nor the Peaſants in the Fields. Vet 
the City was not then reduced to the ruinous Heap 


in which it now lies: for the Temple of the Sun, 


the Emperor's favourite Deity, particularly, which 


had been plundered by the Officers of the third 


Legion, was by his expreſs Order reſtored to its 


former Beauty and Magnificence; three hundred 


Pounds Weight of Gold, eighteen hundred Pounds 
Weight of Silver, and the Royal Jewels, being ap- 


plied to that Purpoſe. Hence on one of his De- 
narii, with his radiated Head, and IMP AVRE- 


LIANVS AVG, we have for the Reverſe the 
Figure of the Sun, with a Globe in his left Hand,

His Stay at Rome on his Returk was mort; ** R 


invited into Gaul by Tetricus himſelf, who could no. 
longer bear the mutinous Diſpoſition of his own 


Troops. When, therefore, the two Armies met, 


Terricus, with all thoſe in whom he had: Confi- 


dent, went over to AURELIAN, preſenting. him 
with 
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with an eaſy Victory. Being now Emperor of the AVRELIAN, 


whole Roman World, he was complimented as the 
Reſtorer of it, and is accordingly entitled RES'TI- 
TVTOR ORBIS on a Reverſe, which exhibits a Pl. LVI. 13. 
Fifory holding out a Wreath to him. He now 
bent his March to Rome for the laſt Time, and 
entered it in Triumph. In the Proceſſion was 
drawn the Chariot of Odenathas, glittering with 
Silver, Gold, and precious Stones. This was fol- 
lowed by one equally ſuperb, which had been pre- 
ſented to him by the Per ſian Monarch. A third 
came after, which had been Zenobia's Chariot of 
State. Laſt of all came the Emperor, in one which 
he had taken from a King of the Gothe, drawn by 
four Stags, which he. facrificed to Fupiter in the 
Capitol, in Conſequence of a Vow that he had 
made. But juſt before him marched a numerous 
Band of ; Captives, Blemyes, Erhiapians, Arabians, 
1 ndians, Bactriaus, Iberians, Perſians, Goths, Alans, 
Roxolanians, Sarmatians, Franks, Swevians, Vandals, 
Germans, Palmyrenians, and Egyptians, with their 
Hands bound behind them. Amongſt theſe was 
Tetricus and his Son, whom he had en, Em- 
peror in Gaul, both clad in Purple, and Zenobia, 
loaden with Gems, and i in.

endowed it, granting conſiderable Emoluments both 
to the Architects and Miniſters of it. He called in 
all the Coin, which had been greatly adulterated by 
the Officers of the Mint, giving out pure Money 
in lieu of it. Some of the ſmaller Pieces in Bronze 
are preſerved, with the Emperor's plain Head, the 
Reverſes recommending the Metal of which they 
are compoſed; one of them having, in a Wreath, 
METALlis AVRELIANIS ; another, a Stag, with 
METALlis DELmaticis. But the Officers of the 


Coinage, and the People under them, concerned in 


this Iniquity, were fo numerous and reſolute, that 
it became difficult to call them to an Account; 
for they aſſembled themſelves in Arms under their | 
Procurator Feliciſſ mus, and were not ſubdued with- 
out the Loſs of ſeven thouſand of the Imperial 
Troops.

when he let fall ſome threatening Expreſſions againſt 


Mneſtheus, his private Secretary, who had offended _ 
him. He, knowing the vindictive Diſpoſition of 


the Emperor, and that he never menaced in vain, 
wrote down a' Lift of principal Names, ſome ob- 
noxious, and others not, adding his own to the 
reſt, as of Perſons doomed to Deſtruction; to whom 
he made this pretended Diſcovery. All theſe, aſ- 
ſociating for their common Safety, fell upon the 
Emperor on the March, and flew him, in the fixth 
Year of his Reign, and the ſixty-third of his Age. 

Such was the End of AvzeLian, rather an uſeful 
than a good Emperor. He was a Prince of great 
Bravery, having raiſed himſelf from the Condition 
of a private Soldier by his Courage. Being not 
the only one of the Name, he was commonly diſ- 


tinguiſhed in the Army as the fighting Aurelian 
(manu ad ferum.) He was by no Means deficient 


in Generoſity, yet naturally ferocious and cruel; 
for which Reaſons he was beloved by the People 
and dreaded by the Senate. They, who were 
guilty of Corruption or Oppreſſion in the Pro- 
vinces, found him inexorable. He withdrew both 
the Troops and Inhabitants from the Ulzradanubian 
Dacia, and ſettled them in Mæſia, leaving the Da- 
mebe-for the Boundary of the Empire on that Side.

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Avzztiav. He is not ranked amongſt the good Princes; for he 


wanted that Clemency which is eſſential to the 
Character: nor amongſt the bad; for he puniſhed 
Vice, and ſtrangled Faction. To ue the Words of 
D1ocLESIAN, he would have made a better General 
than an Emperor. But his Uſage of Zenobia and 
Tetricus was truly noble, as well as prudent ; for ſhe 

was ſuffered to live, like a Roman Matron, quietly 
and ſplendidly with her Children at Tivoli; and 
Tetricus was made Governor of Lucania, 5 a 
Place in the Senate allowed to his Son : by which 
Means they and their Poſterity continued for ſeyeral 
Ages the illuſtrious Memorials of his T riumph. 

He was, at the Requeſt of the Army, conſecrated

r 1 \HE Murder of AvRELIAN threw the Army Len 


into a ſtrange Ferment. The chief Officers 
had been concerned in it.

made, and his Villainy diſcovered. He was impaled 
upon the Spot, and left a Prey to the wild Beaſts. 


A. vaſt ſepulchral Pile. was raiſed by his Murderers, 


with « a Temple and Statues to the Memory of the 
late Emperor; notwithſtanding which, his Succeſſor 
put to Death as many of them as fell into his 
| Hands. A Letter was now written to the Senate,

any Perſon concerned in the Death of AURELIAN, 
The Fathers complied with the firſt Part of the 
Requeſt, but the Novelty and Modeſty of the laſt 


ſurprized them, They returned the Compliment, 


not once, but a ſecond and a third Time; which 


was bandied back as often by the Army. This 


took up a Space of more than fix Months. And 
it is wonderful that, during this whole Time, Am- 


bition ſeemed to be aſleep, nor did the Barbarians: 


make any Motion to diſturb the public Tranquil- 
lity. At laſt they pitched upon Maxcus CLAuptus 
Tacirvs, Prince of the Senate, ſeventy-five Years 


old. The Providence that raiſed him is figured

titled PROVIDENTIA AVG#/ffi. He erected sta-

| At the Time of his Election, when he was forty and 
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four Years old, he commanded all the Forces in 
 Phenicia, Paleſtine, Syria, and Egypt, and was 
held in general Admiration for his Virtue and Abi- 
W | lities. The Coin, which records his Adlocution to the

Manner by his Equeſtrian Figure, but with the Ad- 


dition of an Enemy proſtrate before him, on whom 
his Horſe is trampling : the Legend ADVENTVS 


AVG.; and in the Exergue R—A, for Roma. For 


he had particularly diſtinguiſhed himſelf in A/rica, 
and had there ſlain, in. fingle Combat, one Aradion, 


whom, for. his great Bravery and Spirit, he honour- 


ed with a vaſt ſepulchral Tumulus of Earth, thrown 


up by the Soldiers to the Height of two hundred 


Feet. This perſonal Conqueſt was now further illuſ- 
trated by a Reverſe, which ſhews him on Horſeback, 
bearing down the ſame Adverſary with his Spear, 


who in the Fall parts with his Shield. The Legend is

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Adventure may probably have taken Place in the 
twentieth or twenty-firſt Year of his Age. He had 
alſo diſplayed his military Talents with great Glory 


againſt the Franks, Germans, Alemans, Sarmatians, 


and Scythians, and in the Eaſt againſt the Palmyreni- 


ans, from whom he recovered Egypt, and ſmoothed 
the Way for the Arms of Aureliam in that Quarter. 


The Hiſtorians make Sirmium the Place of his Na- 
tivity ; but that Honour is due to Siſcia, the mo- 
dern Siſcecł, at the Confluence of the Calpa and 
the Saave, as is evident from the Reverſe, which 
bears the Genius of the Place ſeated between two 
Rivers, with SISCIA- PROBI AVG. 

Seeing his Authority now confientield; FRY end 
on his firſt Conſulate with Aunius Paulinus, and 
took Vengeance on ſuch of the Allaſſins of Aukx- 
LIAN as had hitherto eſcaped it, as well as on thoſe 
whoſe ſeditious Behaviour had given Tacrrus ſo 
much T rouble, and received the Submiſſion of the 


European Armies. At the Commencement of the 


new Year, he became Conſul the ſecond Time, 


having Furius Lupus for his Colleague. Some of 
bis Coins of this Year are inſcribed IMP C MAVR 


PROBVS AVG. PM TR P COS II. PP. He now 


marched at the Head of a mighty Army into Gaul, 


which had been overrun by the Germans. In this Ex- 
Fer he recovered * conkidefablel Cities from 
ri 1 5 the 
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the Barbarians, and all the Spoil which they had 
collected. Four hundred thouſand of the Enemy 
were ſlain, and the Remains .of them driven beyond 


the Neckar and the Elbe. Nine Kings threw them- 


ſelves at his Feet, delivered Hoſtages firſt, after- 
wards Supplies of Corn, and laſt of all their Flocks 
and Herds. Sixteen thouſand of their Youth were 
incorporated. with the Roman T' roops. He then 
marched for Tllyricum, and by the Way ſettled the 
Country of the Rhetians in perfect Peace. Next 
he fell upon the Sarmatians and their Allies, oblig- 
ing them to make Satisfaction for all their Depreda- 


tions. Thence, bending his Way through the two 
Thraces, he fo terrified the Gorhs in general, that 


they either ſubmitted or entered into Treaty with 


him. Urging his Progreſs eaſtward, he reduced 


Iſauria, which had revolted for ſome Time paſt, 
and ſettled his Veterans in the mountainous Parts 


of the Country, on Condition that they ſhould ſend 


their Sons to the Army, at the Age of eighteen 
Vears. He then marched againſt the Blemyes, whom 
he ſubdued, recovering from them Copros and Pro- 
lemais. This: alarmed: the Perf ans, who ſent Am- 

baſſadors, and accepted bis Conditions of Peace. This 
done, he returned to Thrace, and ſettled one hun- 
dred thouſand Baſtarnæ in the Roman Territory.

Manner, broke out while he Was engaged in civil 
Wars, and ranging far and wide, created no ſmall 
Trouble to the Empire. Theſe he afterwards de- 
ſtroyed at different Times, few of them returning 
home, and they glorying to have eſcaped his Hands. 


But, for the preſent, he returned. to. Rome, and' tri- 


umphed over the Germans, Blemyes, Goths, Franks, 
Sarmatians, and Germans, whoſe Subduction had. 


taken up the Time of his third and fourth Conſu- 


lates. Theſe Succeſſes are celebrated on ſeveral. 
Medals of Silver, beſides that in Gold, which ap- 
pears in the Front of this Reign. Theſe all bear his 
Head radiated: One with PROBVS PF AVG, hav- 
ing for the Reverſe Phœbus rapidly driving the ſolar 
Chariot, with SOLI INVICTO. A ſecond has the 
Sceptre and Eagle before his Head, with IMP C 


MAVR PROBVS PF AVG.; and the ſame De-

ing Animals without Number, which the Populace 
were to hunt, and to whom was granted a plenary 
Indulgence of Direption, ſo that every Man might 
get what he could for his own Uſe.

Some Time ago, one Saturninus, a Native of 
Gaul, had been declared Auguſtus at Alexandria. 
His Services in Gaul, Africa, and Spain, had been 
very meritorious ; and he had been made Governor 
of the eaſtern Limit by AuRELIA M, who, well ac- 
quainted with the Gallic Ambition, and the ſedi- 
tious Spirit of the Eg yptians, had forbidden him to. 


viſit that Country. But now, no longer under Re- 


ſtraint, and deſirous of ſeeing t the Curioſities of it; 
he went thither, and, on his Appearance with a 
great Train, was immediately” ſaluted with the Im- 
perial Titles. This fo alarmed' him, that he left 
the Place precipitately, and retired to Paleſtine. 
There the Conſideration of what had paſſed; and 
of the Offence already given, made him deſperate; 
ſo that he aſſumed the Purple, at the ſame Inſtant 
lamenting with Tears the Neceflity of it. Some 
of his Coins are ftill extant, inſcribed IMP C Publius 
SEMPronius SATVRNINVS AVG.

He was a Ligurian by Birth, and had been bred up 


amongſt the Banditti of that Country, and after- 


wards diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the Army by his 


great Brayery. His Diſpoſition was : ſtrangely libi- 


dinous, of- which Y opiſcus gives an extraordinary 


Inſtance. | His Wealth now enabled him to arm two 


thouſand: of his own Slaves. To this Madneſs he was 


incited by the Ambition of his Wife Sampſo, a Wo- 
man of maſculine Spirit. His uſurped Authority was 


for a little Time ſerviceable: to the Gallic Provinces;

PIO. He had never ſuffered his Soldiers to be idle, 


faying, that „ they ought to earn their Mainte- 
nance. In Times of Leiſure, they were buſied 
in planting Vineyards, in building and repairing 
Cities, and other public Works. They were now 
employed in digging a Canal for draining the 
Marſhes around Sirmium, with which hard Toil 
they had been much incenſed. He had alſo been 
heard to ſay, that © in a ſhort Time, he hoped there 
* would be no Need of Soldiers.” Theſe Things 
inflamed their Spirits to a general Mutiny againſt 
the Emperor; who fled for his Life to an Iron 
Tower, from which he had been wont to ob- 
ſerve their Works, where he was lain in the 
ſeventh Year of his Reign.

AR US; Who commanded the Prætorian 


Vengeance on the Murderers of ProzBus ; who, in his 
Life-time, had highly honoured him with his Recom- 
mendation to the Senate, with an Equeſtrian Statue 
and a magnificent Houſe erected at the public Charge: 


The Fathers pauſed a little on his Election, through 
Fear of the evil Diſpoſition. of his eldeſt Son Cari- 
nus, and then recognized his Title. The Provi- 
dence that raiſed him is acknowledged on the fine 


Medal of Gold prefixed, As his Predeceſſor had 
made the. neceſſary Preparations for a: War with: 
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Guards, was preſently declared Emperor by 
the Army, and failed not to execute immediate 


Per ſia, 
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Per ſia, the Troops were unanimous for proceeding 


on that Expedition. They were now ſo quiet and 
obedient to Command, that the Peaceableneſs of 
the Army was, for the firſt Time, judged worthy 
of being celebrated on the Imperial Coins. Some 
Denarii were ſtruck accordingly, with IMP CARVS 
PF AVG. around his -radiated Head; with the 


PAX EXERCITI for the Reverſe, having an Enſign 
in one Hand, and an Olive Branch in the other. 


We have the ſame Figure in Bronze, but without 
the Exergue. He now inveſted his two Sons with 


the Dignity of Cefars and Princes of the Youth, and 


treated the People with theatrical Entertainments and 
Circenſian Sports, in which were a Number of very 
extraordinary Exhibitions, that coſt immenſe 'Sums, 
Carinus, the eldeſt, was alſo made Conſul, with his 
Father the ſecond Time, and in July following was 
ſucceeded in that Office by his Brother Vumerianus, 
and both were honoured with Proconſular Autho- 


rity. This is evident from an Inſcription in Gruter, 


to the Emperor and the young Princes, as follows :

M. AVR. NVMERIANVS Cæſar; with his Fi- 
gure in the military Habit for the Reverſe, and 
PRINCIPI IVVENT wris, and the ſame in 
Bronze. There are others of Carinus of the ſame 
Sort. 

The Sarmatians, on the Death i Pronus, had 
invaded the Roman Territory, and threatened. 
Traly itſelf 3 whom he now marched againſt and 
defeated, ſlaying fixteen thouſand of them, and 
taking twenty thouſand Priſoners of both Sexes.

LL this while Cazinus was giving the Reins 

to a moſt depraved Diſpofition of his own, 
ſending his beſt Friends into Exile, deſtroying the 
Innocent by falſe Accuſations, debauching the 
Wives of the Nobility, and raiſing his Pimps, Pan- 
dars, and Catamites to the firſt Preferments in the 
state. When Carus heard of his Behaviour, he 
cried out, He is not mine; and had determined to 
cut him off, and raiſe Conſtantius, then Governor of 
Dalmatia, and of unexceptionable Character, to the 
Cæſarian Dignity in his Room; but when he receiv- 
ed the News of his Father's Death, he looked upon

Aware that the Fathers could not _ 
approve of ſuch Proceedings, he wrote moſt haugh- 

tily to the Senate, and even promiſed the Wealth 
of the Order to the very Rabble of Rome.

and Tribunal was held. Diocles, Commander of 


the Houſehold: Troops, was unanimouſly proclaim- 
ed Auguſtus. He aſcended the Tribunal, and en- 
quired into the Circumſtances of his Predeceſſor's 
Death. Then drawing his Sword upon Aper, and 
faying, © This was the Murderer of NuukklANus, 


he paſſed it through his Body, adding I have ſhin. 


¶Aprum fatulem) the deſtined Boar at laſt. Fo 


while he was in Gaul, and yet a ſubaltern Officer, 
a Druideſs had foretold him, that he would be Em-

Reverſe and Legend on one of DioclzTIAN, with 
a Dragon at her Feet, as being the Nurſe of Ser- 


pents, The Conſent of the Army to his Advance- 
ment 1s alſo ſignified by one of his Medals, with 


his radiated Head, and TMP C VA MAXIMIA- 


NVS AVG; on the Reverſe of which Jupiter 
preſents him with a Globe and a F7i&ory holding 
out a Wreath, with CONCORDIA MILITVM. 

Maximian now marched againſt the Revolters, 
whom he ſubdued in a ſhort Time, notwithſtand- 
ing their obſtinate Reſiſtance, We have a Coin of 
one of their Chiefs, with the Title IMP S AMAN- 
DVS P F AVG, having a Venus for the Reverſe, 
ſtyled VENVS AVG; - and of the other with the 
Head radiated, and IMP CL AELIANVS P F 
AVG, the Reverſe being a V. ifory holding out a 
Wreath with VICTORIA AVG; an Argument 
of his having at firſt gained ſome Advantage over 


the Provincial Troops. Cambden is altogether of 


Opinion, that he was called AVGVSTVS in Bri- 
tain; becauſe (as he avers) his Coins are found only 
in this Iſland; in which Aﬀertion we fear that 
he is miſtaken, In this WW, Caranfuur, fo diſtin-

guiſhed himſelf, that the Proviſion of a large Fleet, Drocrrriax 
which was found neceſſary, and the Defence of the Ma BER 


Sea-coaſts, which were ravaged by the Franks and 
Sarons, was committed to his Charge. 

While this was doing, DiocLETiIan paſſed into 
the Eaſt, who, by his Preſence and Preparations, 
obliged Warſes, the Perſian Monarch, to ſubmit to 
his Terms. The Year after this, the two Empe- 
rors were Conſuls together; DioclRTIAN for the 
third, and Max1wian the ſecond, T ime; when the 
Burgundians, the Alemans, the Chaibones, and the 
Heruli, broke into Gaul in ſuch Numbers, as 
threatened utter Deſtruction to the Provinces there. 


But Max1MIan, with a few Cohorts only (if we may 


believe his Panegyriſt) defeated the united Force of 
the two laſt-mentioned Nations, while the two 
former, in conſequence of his military Prudence, 
were deſtroyed by Famine and the Peſtilence. For 
this he ſeems to have been honoured with an 
Equeſtrian Statue; for we ſee it on one of his Re- 
verſes in Gold, with COS II. He alſo took the 
Surname of Herculius, as another Alcides, being

In the Interim, DiocLETIaN was hi: ith 
Motions of the Barbarians, on the Side of Pannonia; 
and, when MaxiMtan, after his Victory, paſſed the 
Rhine, he alſo entered Germany, through Rhætia. 
Their Arms ſtruck ſuch Terror, that two of the 
German Kings, with all Humility, made their Sub- 


miſſion to MaxlufAx, and the Limits of the Empire 


were greatly extended. One of theſe Kings, named 
Genabod, was reſtored to his Dominions, through 
the Piety of the Emperors, as it is called: For on 

one of MaxIMIax's Coins, with his radiated Head, | 
and MAXIMIANVS'P F AVG, he is on the Re- 
verſe kneeling to him, with the Offering of his 
Cornucopie, the Type of his abundant Wealth; 
while the other lays hold of his right Hand, to faiſe 
Num from the Burch; and this in the OS! is 
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the Pix TAS Aud: the P T R in the Exergue ſays 
that it was ſtruck at Treves, which was probably the 


Scene of the Ceremonial. All this while the Agree- 
ment of the two Emperors was ſuch as deſerved to 


be recorded: the Reverſe of one of DioclERTIAN's 
Medals of Gold is therefore dedicated CONCOR- 
DIAE AVGG NN, ſhewing a Victory with ex- 
panded Wings, who crowns, them both with Laurel 
as they fit, having each a Globe in his Hand. 

The next Year they were Conſuls together once 
more, DiocLET1an for the fourth, and Maximian 
for the third, Time. And this Dignity 1s recorded 
on Medals of Gold, which bear their Heads lau-

For Carauſius, who commanded the Roman F leet, 
and had taken great Spoils from the Franks and 
Saxons, which he had converted wholly to his own 
' Uſe, had thereby incurred the deep Diſpleaſure 
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DrocrETIan of MAXIMIAN, who ordered bim to be put to Death. 
Max INTAx. But Carauſius, having gained Intelligence of this, 


retired to Britain with his Fleet. He had alſo the 
Addreſs to win the Legions there to his Intereſt, 


and they proclaimed him AV GVSTVS. With all 
| Speed he augmented his Fleet and Army, and 


ſtrengthened himſelf by the Acceſſion of Numbers 
from the Sea Coaſts of the Continent, whom he in- 
vited to his Service, and made himſelf Maſter of 
Boulogne. He is ſaid by ſome to have been a Na- 
tive of the Low Countries, by others of Ireland. 
However that be, for ſeven Years he ſuſtained with 


great Bravery the Character which he now aſſumed. 


His Arrival in the Metropolis of the Iſland is cele- 
brated on Coins in the uſual Manner, by his Equeſ- 
trian Figure, with ADVENTVS AVG. Againſt 
him Maximian fitted out a moſt powerful Navy, 


which Carauſius, by the Addreſs of his People in 
maritime Affairs, utterly defeated ; inſomuch that 


Max1Mian was obliged to enter into Treaty with 


him, by which his Sovereignty in Britain was ac- 


knowledged, on-the Condition, which followed of

was granted, and the Tigris made the Boundary of 
the two Empires. The Valour of the Army in 
this Action is complimented on his Denarius; on 
the obverſe Side of which, is the laureate Head of 


Galerius, with MAXIMIANVS NOB C; ; the Re- 


verſe being a ſtrong Camp, before which he is of- 
fering Sacrifice, with the 9225 VIRTVS MI- 
LITVM. 

All this while Dick was TRY in Egypt, 
where he defeated and puniſhed Achilleus, reducing 
the whole Country. Hzrculius MaxIMian was 
equally ſucceſsful againſt the Moors in Africa, 
amongſt whom Fulianus had taken Refuge, who 
now put an End to his own Life. And Conftantius 
recovered Boulogne from Cakaus ius, ſubdued: the 
Franks who had taken Poſſeſſion of Batavia, and 
over-ran a great Part of Germany, meriting the Sur- 
name of GzerxManicus. On this Occafion he paid 
the ſame Compliment to the Bravery of the Sol-. 
diers, which we have ſeen paid by Galerius Maxi- 
mian. For on the Denarius, which bears his lau- 


reate Head, with CONSTANTIVS NOB: E, a 
" flrong 
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ſtrong Camp forms the Reverſe, before which the PiocrzrAx, 


Sacrifice is offering, and the Legend is alſo VIR- 
TVS MILITVM. Soon after, Caravsius was aſ- 


ſaſſinated by the treacherous Allectus, his prime 
Miniſter, and the Captain of his Guards, whom 
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the Troops proclaimed Emperor in his ſtead. We 


have therefore a Denarius, with his Head laureated, 
and around it, IMP © ALLECTVS PF AVG. 
The Reverſe is the Dea SALVS AVG, figured in 
the uſual Manner. The ML in the Exergue is 
the Moneta Londinii, There is another Coin with 
his radiated Head and the ſame Inſcription, having 
for the Reverſe a Ship with Rowers, the Emblem 


of his maritime Power, and VIRTVS AVG. The 


Letters in the Exergue are here Q L for Queftor 
Londinii. In his third: Year, Aſclepiodotus, the 


General of Conſtantius, landed with an Army in 


Britain, having eſcaped in a Fog the Vigilance of 
the Britiſh Fleet. Allectus inſtantly attacked him 


with his Forces in a tumultuary Manner, and was 


ſlain. Thus was the Iſland reannexed to the Em- 
pire, into which ConsTanT1Us paſſed, and ſettled 


the Affairs of it in ſuch a Manner as ae in- 


deared him to all the Inhabitants. 


Hitherto the Affairs of the Empire had pro- 


ceeded proſperouſly under the Auſpices of Diocts- 
IAN. But now commenced the Tenth Perſecution

Profeſſors of it had yet experienced. This took 
Place at the Inſtigation of Galerius. DiocLETIAN 
withſtood his Perſuaſions for ſome Time, but be- 
ing overcome by ſome of thoſe around him, and 
by the Reſponſe of the Mileſian Apollo, whom he 
conſulted, Edicts for the Suppreſſion of it were 
publiſhed. Not content with this, Galerius had 
Fire put privately to the Palace in Micomedia, where 
they were, and accuſed the Chriſtians as the In- 


cendiaries. He tried the Experiment a ſecond 
Time, but the Miſchief was quickly prevented. 


On this he took his Leave, though in the Depth of 
Winter, declaring that he fled from the Place 
through Fear of being burned alive. The Flame 
of Perſecution therefore raged without Reſpect of 
Perſons. Priſca and Valeria, the Wife and Daugh- 
ter of DiocLETIaN, who had been converted, were 


compelled to ſacrifice. The moſt powerful Eu- 


nuchs of the Court were put to Death. Thoſe of 


_ every Sex and Age were hurried to the Stake, or 


thrown into the Sea; and Tortures, before unheard 
of, were inflicted. Letters were written to Hzr- 


cuLivs and Conſtantius, recommending to them the 


ſame Meaſures. The former was ready enough, for 
it ſuited his Morals and Diſpoſition. And the lat- 
ter, that he might not ſeem to oppoſe their united

down, but touched no Man's Life. 2 i 
At this Time, Eugenius was proclaimed Em- 
peror by a Body of Men whom he commanded, in 
the City of Seleucia, who marched ſuddenly to ; 9 
Antioch, which he took Poſſeſſion of. But as ſoon | 1 
as the Antiochians were apprized of his Intentions, 
they roſe upon him in the Evening, and maſſacred 
both him and his Attendants. Notwithſtanding 
which, the principal Magiſtrates, both of Antioch 
and Seleucia, without further Enquiry, ſuffered 
Death by the poſitive Orders of DioclRT IAN. 
The next Year:the two Emperors and their two 
Cæſars afſembled at Rome. Here they triumphed 
for the Victories which they had ſeverally obtained; 
and here the Vicennalia of Dioclikriax, who had 
now ſeen the twentieth Year of his Reign, were 
celebrated. There are two Reverſes in Gold which 
record this Event. Each of them is a Wreath of 
Laurel incloſing; the one, XX DIOCLETIANI Pl. LIX. 18, 
AVG S M T, Vicenalia Diocletiani Auguſti Signata 1 85 
Moneta Treviris; the other, VOT XX SIC XXX, 
Votis Vicenalibus Sic Tricenalibus, intimating that, 
as the Vows for his Yicenalia compleated were now. 
paid, ſo thoſe for another proſperous Term of ten 
Vears to make up his Tricenalia were now made. 
But as. the. Roman People taxed. him with Avarice, , 
and

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Nr. and were free in their Speeches at this Solemnity, 
Caravsrys, he quitted Rome in a Pet, even in the Middle of 

Wy December, and retired to Ravanna, where on the 
Firſt of January he aſſumed the Faſces for the 
ninth Time, in Conjunction with HERCUIIus Maxt- 
 MIAN the eighth Time. This unſeaſonable Jour- 
ney brought on a Fit of Sickneſs, which was 
nearly fatal, and did great Injury to his Faculties. 
However, in the Courſe of the Summer, by flow 
Journeys, and in a Litter, he once more reached 
Micomedia; and early in the Spring of the ſucceed- 
ing Year, was well enough to appear in public. 
But the Ambition of Galerius judged him now too 
weak to hold the Reigns of Government. This 
Prince inſiſted upon bis immediate Reſignation, to 
which DioclkriAx ſeemed not much averſe. He 
wrote alſo to Herculius Max1mian to the ſame 
Purpoſe : and, to avoid a civil War, for which 
Galerius was too well provided, it was at laſt con- 
cluded, that the two old Emperors ſhould abdi- 
cate, that Conſtantius and Galerius ſhould be de- 
clared Avucusri, and two new Cæſars be made 
Choice of. For this Dignity, DiocLsTIaN pro- 
poſed Maxentius, the Son of Herculius MaxiMian, 
who had married Magnia Urbica, the Daughter of 
Galerius, and Conflantine the Son of ConsTanT1vus.

ſeparate Intereſt; and when he judged his Plot 


ripe, harangued them from the Tribunal whereon 
his Son was ſeated with him. His Speech was en- 


tirely a Declamation againſt the Meaſures and Be- 


haviour of his Son, whom he degraded on the Spot, 


drawing from his Shoulders the Imperial Mantle.

The miſerable End of the great Perſecutors of 
Chriſtianity, and the continued Succeſs and peace- 
able Death of his Father, who had protected that 


Profeſſion, ftruck him forcibly. His Principles, 


therefore, he determined from this Time to em- 


brace and adhere to. Accordingly he made his 


fervent Addreſſes to the Ox Ged of Heaven and 
Earth, for Support and Aſſiſtance. The Conſe- 
quence of which was, the miraculous Viſion of the 
Croſs, which appeared to himſelf and the whole 
Army at Noon-day, with the Inſcription EN 
Tor T NIKA, In #his conquer.

'Tis in the Mouth af 
every body throughout Gaul, that. Armies were ſeen, 
which declared themſelves ſent. from Heaven, Sc. 
with much more to the ſame Purpoſe; for he dwells. 
upon it largely. In fact, they were content to give 
it * Turn, which might not ſeem to acknowledge 
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they had been taught to conſider as the grand Im- 
Piety of the Times. Before this Expedition, Cox- 
STANTINE had not profeſſed himſelf a Chriſtian, nor 
made the neceſſary Enquiries into the Nature of 
that Profeſſion. For though he protected the 
Chriſtians, as his Father had done, yet, having 
been bred under the Inſpection of Diocletian and 
Galerius, we find him paying the like Honours to 
the Gods of the Heathen, of which there is Evi- 
dence enough upon his Coins; witneſs thoſe ſtruck 
at Lyons and Treves, inſcribed SOLI INVICTO 
-COMITI, and others MARTI, others HERCVLI, 
others IOVI-CONSERVATORI. But from the 
Time of the Viſion, N he conſulted the moſt eminent 
Profeſſors of Chriſtianity, liſtened with all Atten- 
tion to their Inſtructions, and applied bimſelf to 
the study of the ſacred Writings. 

© ConSTANTINE uſed his Victory with ſuch Mo- 


deration and Mercy as gained him the Hearts of 


the Romans. The Senate paid him all the Honours 
in their Power, and by a Decrce declared him the 


principal AUGUsTUs, T his gave no. ſmall Offence 
to MaxiMiN, who was now found to have eſpouſed 
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Liciwnrvs,

the Party of Marentius, and looked upon himſelf 


as entitled to the Preference. During his Stay in 
. the City he aboliſhed the Prætorian Guards as an

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ConSTANTINE, uſeleſs and a dangerous Body; filled up the Senate 


with Perfons of Rank and Wealth, Experience and 
Probity, and reſtored to the venerable Fathers their 
ancient Priviteges and Splendor. His generous Be- 
haviour to the People was their continual Theme 
and Admiration. Above all Things, he was. careful 
to expreſs his Gratitude to the Author of his Vic- 
tory, erecting a vaſt Trophy in the Midſt of the 
City, with the Figure of R in Characters which 
could not be eraſed. He raiſed alſo a Statue of 
himſelf with the ſame Figure in the Hand of it,. 

and the following Inſcription, HOC SALVTARI 
SIGNO VERO FOR TITVDINIS INDICIO. CI- 
VITATEM VEST RAM 'FYRANNIDOS-IVGO 
LIBERAVIET 8. P. Q. R. IN LIBERTATEM 
VINDICANS PRISTINA AMPLITVDINI” ET 
SPLENDORI RESTITVI. By this faluary Sign,, 
the true Token of Fortitude, » 1 delivered your City 
from the Yoke of Tyranny, and aſſerting the Liberty: 
of the Senate and People of Rome, reſtored them to 
their ancient Dignity and Splendor. He gave Orders. 
for the Building of Churches, which he adorned 
and enriched, encouraged the Clergy, and honoured: / 
them with Exemptions; and having ſettled all 


Things to his Mind, removed to Milan, where he ; 
gave his Siſter · Conſtantia to Licinius, Here he: 
publiſhed an ae in which Lielxius concurred, 


to 
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to quaſh the Perſecution ; and wrote Letters to Cons rawrixx, 


Maxim alſo (who had renewed it preſently after 
the Death of Galerius) requeſting his Concurrence: 


in Conſequence of which, it ceaſed throughout the 


Empire. Thence he returned into Gaul, and chaſ- 
tiſed the Franks,. who had again paſſed the Rhine 
in Contempt of Treaties, and condemned his Pri- 
ſoners to the wild Beaſts: a Severity which, not- 


withſtanding their repeated Violations of Faith, 


was by no Means dune with bis new Pro- 
felon. (1 eee een, 9 y 

+ While this was deli "Maxmmin, not at all 
pleaſed with the late Alliance of Lieixivs, paſſed 
the Helleſbont at the Head of ſeventy thouſand 
Men, and made himſelf Maſter of Byzantium and 


Heraclea. By this Time Licinivs had collected 


near thirty thouſand Men, and moved towards him, 
hoping to retard his Conqueſts at leaſt. On this 
Occaſion, Maxi made a ſolemn. Vow to Jupiter, 
that, if he gave him Victory, he would utterly: 
exterminate the Chriſtian Name. On the Night 
following, Licixfus is ſaid to have been admoniſhed 
in a Dream to make his Addreſſes, in Conjunction. 
with his whole Army, to the moſt High. God, 

with Aſſurance of Victory. T he particular Prayer 
was alſo preſcribed, and afterwards publiſhed 
. throughout the Army. By this the Troops were:

advanced againſt them, they looſened their Hel- 
mets, threw down their Shields, and with their 


Hands lifted up to Heaven, repeated fervently the 
Supplication which had been taught them. Then 


riſing up with Alacrity, they fell upon their Ene 


mies, who ſeemed to be ſtruck with Amazement, 
and made little Reſiſtance. Their Defeat was en- 


tire; and of thoſe who, ſurvived the Slaughter, 
Part fled, and the reſt ſubmitted.. Max IUIN him- 
ſelf threw away his Purple, and fled in the Habit 


of a Slave with ſuch” Celerity that in twenty-four 
Hours he reached Vicamedia, which was one hun- 


dred and lixty Miles diſtant from the Field of Bat- 
tle. . There joining his Wife and Children, he 
haſtened on till he came into Cappadecia, Where he 


ſtopped to collect his Followers, and was met by 
ſome Troops from Syria. A few Days after, LIoI- 


N1Us purſued. him, and entering Nicomedia, re- 
turned Thanks to the God who had given him tlie 
Victory, and publiſhed the joint Edict in Cox- 
STANTINE's and his own Name, whereby Liberty 
of Conſcience was allowed to all Men, the Churches 
of the Chriſtians reſtored, and a full Indemnifi- 


cation ordered to be made to them forthwith for 


all their Loſſes. This was done at Micomedlia, the 
ſame N whence the Edict for the Perſecution had

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iſſued ten Vears and four Months before. He then ConsTANTINE, 


marched after Maximin, who had ſeized and for- 
tified the Paſſes of Mount Taurus. But Liciniws 
breaking through on the right, he fled on to Tar- 
ſas; where giving up all Hope of Safety, he filled 
himſelf with Meat and Wine for the laſt Time, as 
he ſuppoſed, and then took Poiſon ; the Power of 
which was weakened by the Fulneſs of his Stomach, 
ſo that he fell inte a ſtrange Diſeaſe. His Bowels 
ſeemed to be on Fire, and the Pain was excruciat- 
ing, even to Madneſs, inſomuch that for four Days 
together he ſtuffed his Mouth with Dirt, which he 
devoured greedily. After many and grievous Tor- 
ments, while he was beating his Head againſt the 
Walls, his Eyes dropped out. Then at laſt he 
acknowledged the Juſtice of his Puniſhment for 


the like Miſeries whieh he had inflicted on the 
Chriſtians, implored the Mercy of him whom he 
had profaned and perſecuted, and in dreadful Ago- 


nies expired, after having reigned fourteen Years 
and an half from the - Time that he was created 
Cxsar. His Wife and Children, his Relations and 
Friends, and the Miniſters of his Cruelty, were all 
doomed to Death, and ſuffered accordingly. And 
all that remained of the Families of Diocletian and 
Galerius, underwent the fame Fate by the Com-

Reſidence could be diſcovered. I, I 


The Empire of. Licinius. now extonded from the 


Adriatic to the Tigris, and yet he wanted room. 


But his Endeavours to alienate from CoNs TANTINE 
the Mind of Baſſianus, who had married Anaſtaſia, 
another Siſter of that Emperor, firſt opened the 
Breach. The political Inſtrument that he made 
uſe of, was Senecie, the Brother of Baſſianus. Him, 
therefore, ConsTANTINE required to- be dativered * 
up to him, and was refuſed. His Statues were at 
the ſame. Time demoliſked by Licinius. Com- 
STANTINE inſtantly. marched. againſt, him, and the 


Event was favourable; But Lieixius eſcaped by. 


Flight, and ſoon after. collected a much more nu- 


merous Body of Troops in Thrace, having on his 
Way made one Valens CAsAR. Here a ſecond Bat- 


tle was fought, which laſted till Night parted the 


Armies. The next Day Lieixius propoſed an Ac- 


commodation, by which ConsTANTINE was to poſ- 
ſeſs all the Countries behind him, leaving Thrace 
and the Eaſt to Lictnius.; and Valens, ſaid to 


be the Author of theſe Troubles, was put to 
Death. This Peace was cemented by the Creation 
of Three new Cæs ARS, Criſpus and Conflantine, the 


Sons of ConsTanTINE, and Licinius the Son of 
Licimius.

Army of Lictxivs was "routed, * with the Loſs 
of thirty- four thouſand Men, and their Camp 
taken. Licinivs fled to Byzantium, where his Fleet 
lay, with as many as could keep up with him. The 

reſt ſubmitted to the Victor, who immediately led 

his Forces to Byzantium,” and beſi ieged it, ordering. 

his Son Criſps to bring up his Fleet. This pro- 
duced a Naval Engagement between the young 
Prince, with eighty Veſſels of thirty Oars each, and 
antus the Licinian Admiral, With two hundred,
